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THE TARIFF BILL’S PROGRESS. 

The progress made by the House of 
Representatives in the consideration of 
the tariff bill during the past week has 
been much greater than during any 
previous week since the bill was pre- 
sented to that august body. On Tues- 
day last,in considering the glass sched- 
ule, the paragraph fixing the duty on 
cast polished plate glass, unsilvered, 
above 24x30 inches and not exceeding 
24-60 inches square at twenty cents per 
square foot, and all above those 
dimensions at forty cents per square 
foot, was stricken out. A com- 
mittee amendment increasing the duty 
on- the larger sizes of window glass 
from one and one half cent per pound 
to two and three-eighths cents per 
pound for sizes above 16x24 inches and 
not exceeding 24x30 inches,and two and 
seven-eighths cents per pound for all 
sizes above 24x30 inches was adopted. 
The metal schedule was then taken up 
and completed on Thursday, and al- 
though there was considerable opposi- 
tion, it was pushed through with very 
little delay. The sugar schedule was 
reached the same day, and later dis 
posed of, but nothing of special inter- 
est to our readers has since been 
reached. About one-third of the bill 
has now been passed upon, and from 
the rate of progress made during the 
past week the friends of the bill hope 
to complete its consideration in Com- 
mittee of the Whole before the end of 
the present month. 

It is reported that the Senate Fi- 
nance Comittee will have a tariff bill 
ready to be offered as a substitute to 
the Mills bill when the latter is sent in 
from the House. The committee has 
been giving hearings almost daily to 
persons who had suggestions to present 
as to changes in the present tariff and 
they will continue to receive commu- 
nications relative to the subject during 
the present week. It is claimed for this 
proposed substitute bill that it will ef- 
fect a greater reduction in revenues than 
the Mills bill, on the supposition that 
reduction in tariff duties reduces reve- 
nues. The free list will be consider- 
ably enlarged. The chemical schedule 
will suffer a moderate rediction all the 
way through. The internal taxes on 
tobacco will be repealed, and those on 
spirits will be reduced about one-half. 
The total reduction in revenues as- 
sured by this bill is estimated at over 
$100,000,000; that effected by the Mills 
bill is only about $77,000,000. The 
Senate committee claims that its bill 
will include a thorough revision of the 
tariff at the hands of the friends of 
protection. The intention has been to 
reduce duties on domestic industries 
which could best stand a reduction, 
and to encourage by higher duties 
those industries which are now feeble. 
These are some of the claims made for 
the bill now nearly ready, but we defer 
comment until it is completed and an 
official copy is received. We hope that 
it may prove more acceptable than was 
the Mills bill—it can hardly prove more 
unacceptable.

A SHARP REACTION IN QUININE, 

The gradual depreciation in the price 
of quinine which has been going on 
since the last attempt was made by 
the London speculators to reclaim the 
market from the depth of depression 
into which it had sunk by successive 
stages, was suddenly checked shortly 
after our last issue, and in the interim 
there has been considerable spirited 
trading which has resulted in bringing 
the price up again to the figures ruling 
amonth ago. A depressed condition 
of the quinine market has become al- 
most a matter of course to the drug 
trade at large, but of late the indica- 
tions of a change have made them- 
selves felt in the tone of advices from 
the other side. So little faith, howev- 
er, has been felt in the recuperative 
powers of the market, that something 
more than a mere suggestion of proba- 
ble improvement is requisite to revive 
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general interest in the alkaloid. Too 
often hasa brief flurry, in its begin- 
ning, given promise of the long expect- 
ed recovery, and too often has it ter- 
minated in a condition of depression 
deeper than that out of which the mar- 
ket was lifted. So buyers, who might 
have been tempted by low prices, re- 
membering the disastrous results of 
former ventures leave the market to the 
manipulators, and applaud their own 
sagacity when the latter tired of im- 
parting a fictitious strength, allow the 
market to drop back to or below the 
old level. 

It may be that the present move- 
ment is destined to result in something 
more substantial than any of recent 
occurrence, but there are comparatively 
few who have an abiding faith in such 
a possibility. The situation is peculiar 
and an extremely intersting one though 
exact information is meager and not 
easily acquired. The present improve- 
ment was initiated in London, as were 
many of the other incipient booms in 
quinine,and by some was attributed to 
the buying of the mysterious syndicate. 
It would be interesting to know how 
this syndicate is composed. Some 
claim that no such clique exists, and 
that one large operator, who was a 
member of the metal syndicate, put a 
considerable slice of his surplus capital 
in quinine, his operations through sev- 
eral brokers, each working independ- 
ently of the other, giving rise to the 
impression that a number of specula- 
tors had combined to control the mar- 
ket. By others it is intimated thatthe 
recent large purchases were made on 
behalf of the bark sellers who had 
united in a scheme to squeeze the man- 
ufacturers. Just how the bark men 
expect to work their scheme, or for 
what purpose does not seem to be 
clearly defined in the minds of those 
who possess the idea. 

It is estimated by those who profess 
to have a knowledge, more or less accu- 
rate, of the inside facts, that the bark 
merchants are disposed to encourage 
the manufacturers to sell for future 
delivery, and to that end are buying 
the alkaloid liberally. The prices paid 
for bark are considerably in excess of 
the figures the manufacturers have 
been willing to sell their quinine at, 
and by absorbing as much of the pro- 
duction of the alkaloid as they can 
prevail upon the manufacturers to re- 
lease, the bark men would be able to 
make a very handsome profit in the 
fall, because at that time the diminish- 
ing production in Ceylon may result in 
much higher prices for the bark, 
and the diminished stocks of 
quinine in consumers’ hands should 
create an active demand. These two 
causes would compel the manufacturers 
to advance their prices, and the bark 
men would then step in to reap the har- 
vest they have been sowing. All this 
is mere supposition, but it may have a 
substantial basis. Those who scout 
such ideas as those outlined above, be- 
lieve that the erratic course ot the 
market is due to a game of freeze out, 
which is being indulged in by the 
European manufacturers. At any 
rate, there are prospects of some very 
interesting developments between now 
and fall. Unless the price of bark 
should undergo material depreciation, 


the foreign manufacturers cannot 
continue to sell quinine much 
longer at prices representing a 


loss on each ounce. There is no indi- 
eation yet that they are disposed to 
abandon that policy, if it is true as we 
are informed that their production is 
entirely sold for July and August and 
almost entirely for September, while 
they are soliciting orders for October 
delivery at one shilling and five pence. 
This willingness of the manufacturers 
to sell far ahead at comparatively low 
prices effectually prevents an import- 


ant bull movement now, and accounts 
for the lack of faith in the stability of 
the advance occuring within the past 
few days. 





THE SOUTHERN COTTON OIL COM- 
PANY’S FIRST YEAR. 


The first annual report of the South- 
ern Cotton Oil Company has been 
looked for with some interest, as well 
by those whose expectations were 
based upon confidence in the promises 
of the organizers of the company, as 
by those who from knowledge of the 
business and of the character of the 
company’s management, were pre- 
pared for a not over-prosperous show- 
ing. The annual meeting of the com- 
pany was held June 20th, but upto 
date we have seen no public statement 
of its affairs, and out of consideration 
for its stockholders no less than of 
those who have a more disinterested 
curiosity to know what the company’s 
first year has brought forth, we now 
give a synopsis of the treasurer's re- 
port. We give this report chiefly in 
round numbers, and omit some of the 
unimportant details, but the general 
results are as shown below :

It will occur to everyone familiar 
with the cotton oil industry even in a 
general way, but more especially to 
those who have a knowledge of the 
properties of the Southern Company, 
that most generous treatment of the 
assets has been necessary to reach the 
apparent profit of $98,295. Were this 
profit actual instead of an evident re- 
result of skilful book-keeping, the re- 
sult would hardly satisfy the expecta- 
tions of the stockholders as to what 
might be realized from operating eight 
mills, four refineries and a barrel facto- 
ry, costing $1,368,716 under patents val- 
ued at $2,000,000. The stockholders 
have reason to feel a good deal of in- 
terest in these patents. Two willion 
dollars isa large sum to pay for im- 
provements in the process of working 
up cottonseed, even if they can be 
shown to be improvements. When 
these patents passed from the posses- 
sion of the original owners, it was open- 
ly stated by persons competent of judg- 
ing, and who had carefully examined 
them, that they did not equal other 
processes then in use, and although 
we do not learn that they are 
entirely useless, the showing of 
results made by the company would 
leave grave doubts either as to 
the value of its processes or the skill of 
its managament. Possibly both may 
be defective. It has been a matter 
of common report to which the figures 
quoted lend circumstantial proof, that 
there is a commercial scandal involved 
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in the transfer of these patetits, and 
while such a charge is a grave one to 
enter against some of the charter 
members, the stockholders are entitled 
to know who is responsible for the 
transaction, and how much of real 
value it represents. The generally 
accredited but unofficial statement is 
that President Butcher and Messrs. 
Oliver and Tompkins, who were 
instrumental {in organizing the con- 
eern, sold the patents to the com- 
pany for about the sum at which they 
are now valued in the assets, the natu- 
ral assumption being that they realized 
a considerable profit in stock or money 
by the operation. This is not a novel 
; transaction in the history of stock 
companies, but it is one which some- 
times redounds more to the profit of 
the promoter of the scheme than to 
the stockholder in the purchasing 
company, and the latter is not un- 
reasonably prying if he demand some 
better evidence of the value of what 
he is compelled to buy, than a hypo- 
thetical profit of two and a half per 
cent.

character of its managers. Whatever 
may be the intrinsic value of the prop- 
erties of the company, it is evident 
that its dividend-earning power is de- 
termined not by two million dollar 
patents, but by the ability of its man- 
agement.

REGULATING CREDITS IN THE 
VEST. 

The discussion of the question of lim- 
iting the time of credits at the recent 
meeting of the Chicago Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club, was very interesting to 
the trade here and may be the means of 
bringing the trade of the entire coun- 
try nearer a solution of this vexatious 
question. It is evident however, that 
a great deal of correspondence between 
the New York club and kindred organ- 
izations at other points, will be neces- 
sary before a line of action can be de- 
cided upon that will give general satis- 
faction. The mistake made by Chi- 
cago in interpreting the cireular on 
time credits sent out by the New York 
club is likely to be repeated by other 
organizations. Every one of the speak- 
ers at the Chicago meeting acted upon 
the hypothesis that the terms of the 
New York circular were arbitrary, when 
in reality the intention of the New 
club is to simply prepare the way for a 
uniform credit system, each section of 
its circular containing a suggestion 
which in no sense is to be considered 
an ultimatum. In fixing the limit of 
time at two months the desire was, as 
we understand it, to call forth expres- 
sions of opinion as to the desirability 
or non-desirability of such a limit. We 
believe the New York club stands 
ready to make such modifications in 
the terius of credit, provisionally adopt- 
ed at its last meeting, as may be shown 
to be desirable by the majority repre- 
senting the trades at other points, 

When the question was first raised, 
we foresaw the difficulty the trade 
would labor under in arriving at a 
uniform basis, and we then pointed 
out what in our opinion appeared to 
be the most expeditious manner of 
arriving at that point, The wider the 


discussion becomes the more plainly it 
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appears that the matter cain never be | for the same time last year, Crushers 


satisfactorily settled until a full dis- 
cussion be had in a national conven- 
tion of well instructed delegates from 
each city or section. This idea ap- 
pears to have occurred to members of 
different clubs, and has found ex- 
pression during the debate of the 
credit question, but no one has appar- 
ently thought to urge such a conven- 
tion. We hope that some action will 
be taken with this object in view at 
the next meeting of the club, to the 
end that the regulating of credits, 
which promises to drag along inter- 
minably without definite results, may 
be quickly and intelligently accoimn- 
plished,

THE TRADE IN ANIMAL AND 
VEGETABLE OILS. 

Traders on the Produce Exchange 
have been complaining of a material 
decline in the export demand for near- 
ly all the animal and vegetable oils ex- 
clusive of cotton oil, and they are not 
entertaining very sanguine views of 
the business in prospect during the 
balance of the year. One of the arti- 
cles mostly referred to is oleo oil, 
and while it is true that the official 
statistics furnish very little encourage- 
ment to exporters, they are not to be 
accepted as a correct representation of 
the business done. According to this 
source of information the shipments of 
oleo oil during the past eleven months 
were four million pounds less than the 
corresponding period of last year, and 
the average reader who is not ac- 
quainted with the internal workings 
of the trade, would naturally conclude 
that the consumption of the American 
product was on arapid decline in Ger- 
many where it is made the chief 
component part of artificial butter. 
The fact is that a large proportion 
of the oil sent abroad is shipped as 
tallow or under some other name to 
mislead competitors. An exporter has 
adinitted to the RerorrerR that all of 
his shipments of oleo oil are disguised 
in order to prevent other houses from 
tracing them. The Custom House 
authorities are cognizant of this fact 
but are apparently unable to have the 
export business conducted otherwise, 
although efforts have been made to 
prevent the misrepresentation by in- 
stituting an inquiry and reeommend- 
ing a change of policy. The Treasury 
Department should add an explanation 
in their statistical reports concerning 
the shipments of oleo oil, as the pub- 
lished figures are unreliable. 

Cotton oil has made more progress 
this season than ever before known, 
and it heads the list of vegetable or 
animal oils in the amount taken by 
foreign buyers during the past eleven 
months, which aggregates nearly one 
million gallons in excess of the same 
time last year, or fifteen thousand 
barrels of an increase in orders 
from New York alone since Sep- 
tember 1. There are no new features 
in the export trade, it we may except 
the fact that summer white oil has been 
taken to a greater extent than usual 
and that lard refiners of England have 
been liberal buyers. 

Lard oil was expected to show a de- 
creased foreign demand, but the total 
shipments for eleven months are eleven 
thousand gallons in excess of a similar 
period last year, which is owing to the 
movement last winter. Since January 
the shipments have fallen off to the ex- 
tent of forty-four thousand gallons at 
the New York portalone. Our foreign 
exchanges continue to refer to the de- 
clining trade in this oil owing to its 
comparatively high price and substitu- 
tion of nixed mineral products, and as 
the same may be said of the local situ- 
ation, what can the pressers do about 
it? 

Linseed oil finds an outlet abroad 
but the movement has been limited to 

88,031 gallons for the past eleven 
months, as compared to 111,799 gallons 












never expected to conduct much of an 
export trade, hence are not disappoint 
ed if the orders fluctuate to the extent 
referred to. 


Fish oils exhibit a small volume of 


foreign business, aggregating only 
1,200,000 gallons for eleven months, 


which isa decrease of 70,000 gallons. 


These figures include whale oil, while 
sperm oil is separately given at 126,985 


gallons for this season compared with 


151,858 gallons for last year. A de- 


crease in this line causes no surprise, 
as the industry is still on a decline. 
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OPIUM CULTURE IN THE SOUTH. 

The article relating to the cultiva- 
tion of opium in the United States 
which appeared in our issue of June 
20th has been widely read and the con- 
clusions reached by the REPORTER 
particularly with regard to the im- 
practicability of producing opium in 
this country for the market, have 
been generally coincided in. There 
are, however, some who hold to the 
opinion that opium may be profitably 
eultivated in the United States, 
though their arguments are not very 
eonvineing to those who have weighed 
the question as carefully as the fullest 
information regarding the conditions 
necessary to success would admit. 
There is no question in the minds of any 
one at all familiar with the subject 
that there are sections of tne United 
States, a country favored with all 
kinds of climates, where opium can be 
produced successfully, so far as com- 
parisons of quality, morphia strength, 
ete. go, but we have yet to learn that 
it can be produced at a price that 
will enable the producers to make a 
profit in competition with Turkey 
opium. 

Under the above caption a represen- 
tative southern journal, the Manufauc- 
turers Record discusses the REPORT- 
ER's opinion on this subject,dissenting 
from our conclusions that any one who 
should makea business of cultivating 
opium inthis country would be unable 
to compete profitably with Turkey In- 
dia,and Persia. Our contemporary,after 
showing that many parts of the South 
have the necessary soil and climate 
for producing the poppy in the high- 
est perfection (a point not in dispute), 
enumerates as some of the reasons why 
opium culture in the South is entirely 
practicable, the following: Because 
the poppy plant will mature in those 
sections of the South particularly 
adapted to its cultivation at a time 
when the cheapest labor of those see- 
tions will have the least employment; 
because to its tens of thousands of 
women and children, the work of 
gathering the opium would be a bless- 
ing, and because there is a protective 
duty of one dollar a pound on crude 
opium, which would largely offset the 
difference between Southern and 
Oriental wages. 

It is no doubt true that plenty of 
“cheap labor,” as the term is under- 
stood in this country, would be avail- 
able at the time when the opium crop 
would be ready to harvest, but evi- 
dently our esteemed contemporary 
does not know the meaning of cheap 
labor, such as that employed in the 
countries where opium is now pro- 
dueed, If the Southern planters who 
think of devoting their time to opium 
culture can hire labor at from five to 
fifteen cents per day, according to 
proficiency, (for the opium gatherer is 
in a certain sense a skilled laborer,) 
and if there happened to be a particu- 
larly small crop in Turkey because of 
any of those circumstances which are 
liable to occur about the time the 
sensitive crop is ready to be harvested, 
such as a warm rain or a hot wind, he 
might make a little money off of his 
crop; but the chanees are he would 
not care to repeat the experiment. 
The REPORTER has no desire to dis- 
courage enterprise, but even under a 








much higher protective duty we are 
very much inclined to doubt if the 
difference between Southern and 
Oriental wages would be offset enough 
to leave the Southern producer a 
profit, particularly when the cost of 
transportation from the plantation to 
market and other incidentals are taken 
into consideration. We should be 
very glad to learn that our estimates 
of the abilities and facilities of South- 
ern planters as opium growers have 
been placed too low. 
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MISTAKES OF THE PHARMA- 
COPEIA., 

The comments in the REPORTER last 
week on the apparently careless prepar- 
ation of the Pharmacopeia, have met 
with general approval, and druggists 
especially are pleased over the fact 
that someone has mustered up suf- 
ficient courage to criticise the efforts 
of the learned gentlemen composing 
the committee, as they wanted to speak 
out but were afraid to venture in an 
untrodden field. Now that the ice has 
been broken an opportuity is presented 
for those interested to relate their 
grievances, and we understand that 
additional testimony is in course of 
preparation to prove that the Pharma- 
copmia cannot be relied upon to give 
the correct specific gravity of essential 
oils. The instance cited last week is 
only one of any blunders, as will be 
shown in good time. The pharmaceu- 
tical asociations would do well to take 
this matterin hand, and endeavor to 
prevent inaccuracy in the next pub- 
lication by giving the compilers the 
benefit of their combined knowledge. 
—*>e 


GOVERNMENT STATISTICS. 

We have before had occasion to call 
attention to the inadequacy of the 
statistics—commercial, industrial and 
other—furnished by the Bureau of 
Statistics at Washington, due to the 
inadequate means at the disposal of 
the gentlemen having charge of the 
several divisions of this very important 
bureau. The short-comings are due 
to the fact that the members of Con- 
gress do not realize the importance of 
the work expected of this bureau, 
the niggardly annual appropriations 
giving the efficient statisticians but a 
tithe of the means required for a thor- 
ough performance of the task allotted 
to them. It is a matter for surprise 
that the work has been so well done 
on so little, and the degree of com- 
pleteness achieved is due to the effi- 
ciency and painstaking effort of con- 
scientious officials in spite of the neg- 
lect and inappreciation of the legis- 
lative department of the government. 
Here is a good opportunity for those 
legislators who are bewailing the fact 
that we have a surplus revenue, to 
show their sincerity by causing a very 
slight reduction in this surplus and at 
the same time giving their eonstitu- 
ents substantial benefits by increasing 
the appropriations to the Bureau of 
Statistics. 

Our attention has again been called 
to this important matter by an es- 
teemed contemporary who points out 
that the Division of Mineral Statistics 
and Technology is limited to the paltry 
appropriation of $8,000 a year. For 
this ridiculously small sum the head of 
this division is expected to collect the 
statistics of our mineral industries. 
What has been accomplished has only 
been possible by the gratuitous assist- 
ance of engineers and others through- 
out the country, It is humiliating to 
every true citizen to know that his 
government, by its niggardly policy, 
compels its officials to ask and receive 
the gratuitous services of citizens in a 
work of such importance as the gath- 
ering of statistics of the more import- 
ant industries. We hope congressmen 
may be made to appreciate the import- 
ance of this work as compared with 
some others for which lavish appropri- 
ations are made,

BLACK-LISTS ARE LEGAL. 

The legality of preparing and cireu- 
lating lists of delinquent debtors has 
been tested in a New Jersey court by a 
suit for $2,000 damages being entered 
against a trade protective association, 
a similar organization to the credit 
bureau among the wholesale druggists 
of Philadelphia. The New Jersey 
tradesmen are governed by a rule 
which prevents any member of the 
association giving credit to a person 
who has been reported asa delinquent, 
in consequence of which the com- 
plainant was unable to obtain credit, 
hence his suit. The issue turned upon 
the question as to whether such com- 
munications among members were 
privileged, and whether mutual pro- 
tective associations are legal organiza- 
tions. Judge Douglass decided these 
points in the affirmative. There were 
other cases of a similar nature pend- 
ing, but they will not now be brought 
to trial, it being regarded useless to do 
so in the face of this decision. 

Delinquent debtors cannot expect to 
be shielded by the courts, and they de- 
serve to be black-listed for the refusal 
to liquidate legitimate claims, Since 
the establishment of the Philadelphia 
bureau, a desire has been expressed for 
asimilar one in New York, but it is 
not generally known that several 
houses in this city have an under- 
standing among themselves and that 
it is impossible for certain out-of-town 
firms to get credit on any terms among 
those combined for mutual protection, 
The plan has been in existence for 
some time and notwithstanding the ex- 
istence of a black-list, the firms in bad 
repute send their orders as usual but 
accompanied with checks. The ques- 
tion of tares has caused considerable 
annoyance and delinquent debtors 
were generally found to be the princi- 
pal grumblers; they would make this 
an excuse for deducting liberal 
amounts from their bills, but patience 
ceased to be a virtue and the com- 
plaints have been followed by a sever- 
ance of all business relations on the 
part of sellers, The system followed 
in New York is giving satisfaction.

It imposes 
a fine of $100 for violation of the act in cases 
where the fact of adulteration is concealed. 
Chairman Hatch said emphatically that a pure 
food bill would be reported from the House 
Agricultural Committee before the end of the 
session.

Papered walls which showed dampness in wet 
weather gave no traces of it after an external 
coating of this preparation hal been applied. 
One part of paraffine and two or three parts of 
coal tar oil is solved in a moderate heat; sufli- 
cient oil must be used to prevent the solution 
from becoming sticky. The vessel containing 
it must stand in hot water while the paint is 
being applied, which must be done on hot days 
when the bricks or stones are thoroughly dry. 
One coat is sufticient.

But what is the inducement to buy, in view of 
the prevalence of a feeling of uncertainty, if 
not of actual distrust, as to the future?. 
Whether well or ill founded, there is a general 
surmise that oil will be cheaper in September, 
and it can hardly be doubted that this opinion 
has been more or less potent in its effects up- 
on buyers who generally enter the market 
with large orders in July and August. Were 
there a superfluity of oil in sight,nothing short 
of omniscience could fathom the depth 
which linseed oil might reach. As it is, not- 
withstanding all unfavorable influences, the 
market may have been said to be rather stead 
ier in tone this week than during the preced- 


years. Mr. Brewster has been an efficient offi- 
cer of the Standard, and is a man who has 
attained an exalted rank in the commercial 
world, and will be missed in business circles.

June 11 adopted a resolution asking the com- 
mittee to investigate the subject of the impor- 
tation, free of duty, of lead ore. The commit- 
tee, in its report, says that “lead ore,’ in its 
legal and commercial sense, is dutiable at 14 
cent per pound, but from the examination of 
the papers on the subject referred to the com- 
mitte, it appears that the question invelved 
“is the importation of what are known to the 
Treasury Department as gold or silver ores.” 
In the case of ores of this character the com- 
mittee inclines to the opinion that when they 
contain more lead than gold or silver in quan - 
tity, but more of gold or silver in value, the 
lead is not subject to duty. Prior to the act of 
1883 these ores were known as gold or silver 
ores, and it is to be assumed that Congress 
knew of this commercial interpretation when 
the law was enacted.

The truth is, 
however, that it is difficult to obtain any re- 
liable figures relative to the actual volume of 
business, which is gradually concentrating in 
the hands of producers. And the fact that 
oil is being bought in small lots tends rather

ing fortnight. That this improvement should 
have occurred in the face of an exceedingly 
moderate demand can be accounted for on 
but one hypothesis—stocks are running so low 
that prices are adjusting themselves very 
much according to the operation of the physi- 
cal law of gravitation. I can learn of no oil 
being offered here at any lower figures than 
those fixed by local crushers, a circumstance 
which in itself goes to show that the market is 
gradually settling to a normal level. 

Assuming the correctness of this theory, one 
might not unnaturally look for an early ad- 
vance in prices. No such expectation, how- 
ever, is cherished here. It is now thought by 
some cautious observers that the next change 
which occurs will be a change for the worse. 
In one word, nothing but the paucity of goods 
prevents the precipitation of a conflict, the 
parties to which need scarcely be specified. 
On one hand there isa combination which, if 
rumor is to be credited,if prepared to“force the 
fighting”’should occasion arise. On the other 
hand is a mill of large capacity,the only one in 
the West at present running its presses to their 
fullest extent, day and night, well supplied 
with crude material, and which certainly 
cherishes no special feeling of friendship to- 
ward the combinatiou “aferesaid.”’ The ex- 
istence of a better feeling between these two 
concerns is the talk of the trade, and unless 
one or the other manifests something in the 
way of a discreet, conciliatory spirit, not even 
short stocks will avert a conflict. 

Rumors are rife here as to sales of Western 
oil in the East. Careful investigation discloses 
tree offerings at prices which net from 47@48c 
in Chicago. It must be remembered, however, 
that by far the larger proportion of such de- 
liveries are made from tank stations by parties 
who have “entered the market to stay;” per- 
haps the sellers are looking to the future. 


FLAXSEED, 

The week opened with 165,822 bushels in 
store. Last week there were 200,191 bushels in 
public elevators. The difference is 34,369 
bushels in favor of this week. It is worth 
while, however, to mention a fact which if not 
well authenticated at least bears the impress 
of plausibility: The stock in store is popularly 
supposed to be owned, or at least controlled, 
by one buyer. Receipts for the week, as fig- 
ured up by the secretary of the Board of 
Trade, have been 8,142 bushels. For purposes 
of comparison between this week and last and 
the corresponding week of 1887, the subjoined 
table may be of interest:

The oflicial inspection shows 29 cars re- 
ceived, only 13 of which were graded as No. 1, 
while 14 were rejected. 

One party has bought nearly, if not all, the 
seed coming in, except what has gone to store, 
of which there has been little, and as to the 
proprietorship of which there is little deubt. 
‘The general tendency of the market has been 
toward lower prices, the range having been 
from $1300n Monday to $119 to-day at the 
close of business. The decline in price oc- 
curred early in the week, and the underlying 
causes have not, thus far, been satisfactorily 
explained, Sales have been confined within 
very narrow limits, having aggregated but 14 
cars of No. 1, 9 cars of rejected and 1 car of no 
grade, In futures the market bas been de- 
serted, not one car of future delivery having 
been sold on the tloor of "Change during the 
week, 

In this connection, it may be worth while to 
allude to current rumors respecting manipu- 
lation of the seed market. I feel justified in 
asserting positively that such reports are 
totally unfounded. Prices are governed by 
natural laws—not by nursing. 

OILS. 

Local pressers report a normal movement 
of lard oil toward the seaboard, and a toler- 
ably fair demand for the season. The market 
on prime oil may be quoted at about 57c, with 
inferior grades in about the same condition as 
during the last month, 

The week's output of oleo has been com- 
paratively light. While the receipts of cattle 
have been rather larger than usual, the qual- 
ity has been far below the average. Hence, 
exportation from this point has rather fallen 
off. Asregards the Holland market, an ad- 
vance from 2 to 3 florins was noticeable on 
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Monday, but an excess of offerings promptly 
induced a reaction. Sales abroad (as reported 
here by cablegrams) foot up 45,000 tierces as 
against 11,000 tierces one week ago. On its 
face this statement might seem to indicate a 
material reduction of stocks at Rotterdam; 
such an inference, however, seems hardly to 
be justified by private dispatches. While 
stocks are large, holders manifest no disposi- 
tion to realize on previous investments which 
may Oormay not have been of a more or less 
speculative character. So far as the local 
market is concerned, there is next to nothing 
being done. In this part of the world butter- 
ine can scarcely compete with dairy butter at 
ruling market quotations. 


PAINTS, 

The local market seems to be rapidly ap- 
proaching the point of stagnation character- 
istic of midsummer. White lead and linseed 
oil are being gradually eliminated from job- 
bers’ stock; indeed so far as the former com- 
modity is concerned, it has ceased to be an ob- 
ject of interest to the local trade. A very mod- 
erate demand exists for ready mixed paints,but 
even this is not sufficient to prove of a nature 
at all startling. Vermilion is as heavy as quick- 
silver, but not half so mobile. The price list, 
on the whole, is fairly steady, but a sentiment 
of truthfulness compels the veracious writer 
to admit that there are concerns which do not 
refuse to make “concessions,”’ with a view to 
securing orders in a dull season. 


DRUGS. 

There is but little of interest in the drug 
market to note. Opium is still billed here by 
jobbers at $2 85, and it is said, sub rosa, among 
retailers, that it can be bought for less money. 
The improvement in quinine which is report- 
ed here from the East has not yet awakened a 
sympathetic chord, being regarded rather in 
the light of “a spurt.’’ Outside of these two 
staples, the market may be quoted as steady 
to firm. The leading local houses are already 
beginning to prognosticate a successful busi- 
ness for the last six months of the year—the 
prediction being based upon easy colleetions 
and favorable crop reports. The Western 
drug trade is something like the magnetic nee- 
die—it has its “dips.” Ordinarily the improve- 
ment inthe volume of business has its incep- 
tion betwetn July 15 and July 30. “Coming 
events,” however, “cast their shadow before;” 
and even after making due allowance for 
‘errors of refraction,” the presage of the first 
week of the current month is decidedly en- 
couraging. One thing, however, is worthy of 
remark: the retail speculators, who were want 
to buy opium and quinine in moderately large 
quantities and store their purchases, waiting 
for an advance, have practically disappeared 
from the market. Now-a-days, no one buys 
either quinine or opium in Chicago unless his 
monthly trade justifies his order.

In the Spring, 
however, the trade is upon different basis as 
the demand there opens for new work. This 
new work is of two kinds, viz.: the fitting up 
of new houses, buildings, etc., and the replac- 
ing of old worm material in buildings.

The greater part of all the manufactured 
lead—or what is usually termed so—consumed, 
goes into buildings in some form or another. 
Many articles which are made of lead and 
which are manufactured lead are not included 
in the ordinary commercial term of manufac- 
tured lead. By that term is meant pipe, 
sheet, tin-lined pipe, and bar. With them is 
usually sold the various makes of solder which 
is mainly lead. This material goes into build- 
ers’ and ordinary commercial uses and is the 
manufactured lead sold by the wholesale job- 
bers and by the dealers in the smaller cities 
and the country dealers. 

A very large amount of lead is used for var- 
ious casting purposes among the most notable 
being printing type and a large quantity is 
used for shot and cartridge purposes. For 
these purposes, however, the lead goes in the 
pig form to the manufacturer and in the fin- 
ished form to the consumer while the ordin- 
ary manufactured lead so termed, comes to 
the consumer in a form to be worked over 
again. The corner in pig lead in the Fall and 
the high prices which ruled for it during the 
Winter, caused much apprehension among 
the lead manufacturers and consumers of 
manufactured lead. 

During the fall and winter, the prices of pig 
lead ruled high and the prices of manufac- 
tured lead sympathized with it. The prices of 
pig lead have been steadily held by the opera- 
tors who have controlled it, and this task has 
been easier because of the small stock of it on 
hand. The demand for both pig lead and the 
manufactured was light during the winter be- 
cause of the high prices. The prices continued 


to rule high for pig lead until well on in the: 


spring. 

The long continued bad weather ard the 
consequent slow trade produced an easy feel- 
ing which was increased by the renewed and 
increasing production of the Western mines, 


many of which had produced but little during 
the winter. The result has been a gradual 
change in the cost of pig lead and until now it 
rules at $4 02% against $5 250n Aprill. Man- 
ufactured lead was in a somewhat nominal 
state early in the spring and the prices which 
ruled are somewhat dec:ptive. The market 
shows the same easiness as pig, however. 

The prices now rule steady on the basis of 
wee for pipe, 8c for sheet, 55c less 20 per cent 
for tin lined pipe and 64%c for bar. The de- 
mand at present is very fair, though it has 
naturally been held back by the poor weather. 
The prospects for trade are good, as building 
promises to be large, and if so, manufactured 
lead will move also.—Boston Bulletin.

Regulating the Sale of Poisons. 


The Pennsylvania State Pharmaceutical Ex- 
amining Board will meet at Erie on the 12th 
inst. They will examine all persons who apply 
for certificates as registered pharmacists or 
qualified assistants, and transact other import- 
ant business that may come before them. The 
matter of persons other than druggists selling 
poisons under fancy names, such as “Rough on 
Rats,” ‘Ready for Rats,” will receive careful 
consideration. They will be dealt with accord- 
ing to law if they do not register, and to do 
the latter they must pass an examination 
before the Board. 

The Board are at present preparing circulars 
to be sent to the parties engaged in the sale of 
the poisons. A great many grocers, hardware 
stores, etc., help these vermin poisons, and if 
they cannot pass the examination they will 
have to give up their sale. The law says any 
person selling poisons that would kill an adult 
person if taken in doses of five grains or less, 
shall have to be registered. It is expected 
that this will drive the business to its proper 
place, the apothecaries. 

The Board will also look after country gen- 
eral storekeepers who sell medicines, but are 
not pharmacists. They have several cases in 
sight which they will deal with according to 
law. If the storekeepers do not possess a prac- 
tical knowledge of drugs, and if they persist 
in selling, they will be sued,

The Force of Natural (as. 


Although the wells about Finlay are under 
control, the tubing is anchored, and the awful 
force is held under by gates and levers of 
steel, it is impossible to escape a feeling of awe 
in this region at the subterranean energies 
which seem adequate to blow the whole coun- 
try heavenward. Some of these wells are 
opened for us. Opening a well is unscrewing 
the service pipe and letting the full force of 
the gas issue from the pipe at the mouth of 
the well. When one of these wells is thus 
opened the whole town is aware of it by 
the roaring and the quaking of the air. 
The first one exibited was in a field a mile and 
a half from the city. At the first freedom 
from the screws and clamps the gas rushed 
out in such density that it was visible. Al- 
though we stood several rods from it, the roar 
was so great that one could not make himself 
heard shouting in the ear of his neighbor. The 
geologist stuffed cotton in his ears and tied a 
shawl about his head, and assisted by the 
chemist, stood close to the pipe to measure the 
tlow. The chemist, who had not taken the 
precaution to protect himself, was quite deaf 
tor some time after the experiment. A four- 
inch pipe, about sixty feet in length, was then 
screwed on, and the gas ignited as it issued 
from the end on the ground. The roaring was 
as before. For several feet from the end of 
the tube there was no flame, but beyond was a 
sea of fire sweeping the ground and rioting 
high in the air—billows of red and yellow and 
blue flame, fierce and hot enough to consume 
everything within reach. It was an awful 
display of power. 


We had a like though only a momentary 
display at the famous Karg well, an eight-mil- 
lion feet well. This could only be turned on 
for a few seconds at a time, for it is connec- 
tion with the general system. If the gas is 
turned off, the fires in houses and factor:es 
would go out, and if it were turned on again 
without notice, the rooms would be full of 
gas, and an explosion follow an attempt to re- 
light it. The danger is now being removed by 
the invention of an automanic valve in the 
pipe supplying each fire, which will close and 
lock when the flow of gas ceases, and admit 
no more gas until it is opened. The ordinary 
pressure for house service is about two pounds 
to the square inch. The Karg well is on the 
bank of the creek, and the discharge pipe 
through which the gas (though not in its full 
force) was turned for our astonishment ex- 
tends over the water. The roar was like that of 
Niagara; all the town shakes when the Karg is 
loose. When lighted, billows of flame rolled 
over the water, brilliant in color and fantastic 
in form, with a fury and rage of conflagration 
enough to strike the spectator with terror. I 
have never seen any other display of natural 
force so impressive as this. When this flame 
issues from an upright pipe, the great mass of 
fire raises eighty feet into the air, leaping and 
twisting in fiendish fury.

DEAR S1r:—We wish to call your attention 
to the proposed change made by the Mills bill 
affecting import customs duty on linseed or 
tlaxseed ani linseed oil, placing both on the 
free list. Nochangein the tariff could be so 
radical and unreasonable as this, in view of the 
simple argument which can not be gainsaid 
when the plain facts are considered governing 
the case. We have presumed that you, asa 
Representative from Ohio, will be willing to 
have attention called to this matter in brief, 
as follows: 

We have in this country between 80 and 85 
linseed oil mills, representing a moneyed in- 
vestment in machinery for working seed of 
$5,000,000 and over. These mills have sprung 
up, and the industry has grown to the extent 
that their capacity is sufficient to consume 
the entire production of flax grown in this 
country; and of late years the home produc- 
tion of seed by the farmer has increased along 
with the needs of the trade, so that little for- 
eign seed is consumed here, as reference to 
the amount imported will readily show. In 
this country the seed is converted into oil and 
cake, the oil being the principal or prime fac- 
tor, and is all consumed in the United States, 
and the cake is the refuse material, nearly all 
exported to England for feeding purposes. On 
the other hand, England works only Calcutta 
seed, raised in the East Indies, and the situa- 
tion is then reversed, the manufacturer pro- 
ducing like products to our own, but upon an 
entirely different basis—their prime object 
being to obtain the cake for feeding, and the 
oil becomes the secondary product. It can 
therefore be readily seen that under the pro- 
posed change the entire basis of thise manu- 
facturing industry will be transferred to Eng- 




















































land, thus leaving our mills powerless and 
worthless, with no chance whatever to com- 
pete with them, asthe production of seed in 
America would be entirely cut off, and we 
could not import seed and work it in compe- 
tition with England. We give below the dis- 
tribution of the mills by States: . 
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How could these mills expect to work seed 
imported from the East Indies (virtually Eng- 
land), paying freight from the seaboard to 
their different points, and export the cake, 
and at the same time successfully compete 
with English oil in this country and cake in 
theirown. Our mills, it would seem, would 
become valueless, and it certainly would ap- 
pear unjust to our manufacturers to wipe out 
their investments of capital for which nothing 
could be realized. As the matter stands with 
this change, no reduction of revenue to speak 
of would come, the only thing it would ac- 
complish would be to wipe out completely 
this industry. Clearly this should not be done 
by Congress; at least, it should not be consid- 
ered until Congress is prepared to reimburse 
the mill owners for the investments now 
represented by their machinery and buildings; 
that wguid relieve the surplus to a consider- 
able extent, while the proposed change in the 
tariff would not. 

A careful study of this matter will, we feel 
confident, show you the evil resulting, with-

DEAR Str: We see by reports from Congress 
that amendments to the proposed Mills reve- 
nue bill will be in order soon. This being so, 


try in which we are engaged as manufacturers 
of linseed oil. Under the present tariff flax- 
seed has a protection of 20 cents per bushel 
and linseed oil 25 cents per gallon. By the 
Mills bill flaxseed is free and linseed oil, under 
pressure from the seaboard crushers, has 10 
cents per gallon, The growing of seed in this 
country, without some protection from the 
cheap labor seed of the East Indies, we think 
would be impossible, for the reason that the 
manufacturers find it very difficult to geta 
supply now, and would be entirely unable 
to get it if it was not the fact that 
it is considered a good crop for fresh- 
broken ground on the prairie of the extreme 
west and northwest. Older farmers have al- 
most abandoned it as a profitable crop in com- 
petition with wheat, corn, oats, barley, etc. 
Therefore should the duty be removed the 
American manufacturers would be sacrificed, 
and we think without benefit to the consumer. 

The linseed oil interest occupies an entirely 
different position in America from what it 
doesin England. We manufacture oil for 
consumption, the cake being incidental and 
having to seek a market abroad for a large | 
per cent of it, while in England they manu- 
facture for the cake, which is used largely for 
feeding and fertilizing purposes, oil being in- 
cidental. An English manufacturer buys his 
seed from the cheap lands of the India posses- 
sion and manufactures it into cake and oil, 
the relative quantity being about 65 per cent 
of the cake and 35 per cent of oil. For the 65 
per cent he has the market, having to seek a 
market for only a portion of his 35 per cent, 

In America the manufacturer has a market 
for the 35 per cent. and has to seek a market 
for a large portion of the 65 per cent. Now, if 
you takethe duty from seed the American 
farmers refuse to grow it, and greatly so for 
the reason that the English manufacturer can 
throw his surplus 35 per cent. into the Ameri- 
can market. Knowing full well if he can de- 
stroy the American grown, he will ultimately 
have control of the American markets, as it 
would be impossible for the American manu- 
facturers to import seed from India and then 
pay the increased cost of transportation on 
the cake, which must go back to England for 
amarket. Having then effectually ruined the 
American grower, and through him the inte- 
rior manufacturer, competition is virtually 
destroyed,and the English manufacturer ad- 
vances his price on the 35 per cent. which he 
has to dispose of, and the American consumer 
has to pay the advance whether he wants to or 
not. We, therefore, under the existing facts, 
ask you to use your influence to keep the duty 
on foreign seed and oil, where it now is. Feel- 
ing fully assured that the price of oil will al- 
ways be kept as low as it should be by the ac- 
tive competition of the American manufac-

Oleomargarine in Germany. 


Consul-General Mueller says of the oleo- 
margarine agitation in Germany: “The hos- 
tility of producers of butter from milk to 
producers of oleomargarine or artificial but- 
ter caused an Act to be presented to Parlia- 

| ment, the object of which was to compel pro- 
| ducers of artificial butter to so designate their 
} wares as to proclude the possibility of their 
being sold for real butter. Pending legisla- 
| tion, expert testimony and experiments dem- 
| onstrated that oleomargarine was not only 
not harmful but rather a healthful article of 
food, that it wasin no way a competitor of but- 
ter, since the people, generally the poorer 
classes, who used it, had never used butter, 
but lard instead; that trade in lards was af- 
fected somewhat by its sale; that the process 
| of making butter by chemical processes from 
| fats led to increased profits to farmers 
} and producers; that its cheapness enabled 
persons to buy and use it who could never af- 
ford the real butter. It was further demon- 
strated that oleomargarine subject as it is to 
government inspection and supervision, is far 
froma dangerous commodity of commerce; 
that the decrease of prices for real butter 
which have lately prevailed were due more to 
the fact that large quantities of real butter 
over and above the demand have been pro- 
duced, as if in anticipation of repressive legis- 
lation against oleomargarine.”

New Petroleum Burning Device. 


A new device for the successful and eco- 
nomical use of crude petroleum as fuel for 
steam generating and metallurgical and other 
purposes, is being introduced, It is an appar- 
atus for burning crude petroleum which, it is 
claimed, develops the greatest possible heat, 
is casily controlled, noiseless, smokeless, and 
of permanent efficiency, there being no de- 
posit of carbon within the pipes or burners,no 
clogging or choking up, which can be applied 
to the furnaces of steam boilers, or to coal 
burning furnaces of any kind, without de- 
ranging or altering the coal burning arrange. 
ments, and this at comparatively small cost, 

A locomotive belonging to the ,company 
which own the patents has been fitted with 
the appliance and has been in successful oper- 
ation during the past three years, and is to- 
day in perfectly eflicient condition without 
having been once taken apart or cleaned out 
since it was first set up. Recently, by direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Navy, a 
board of government engineers made a care- 
ful test with this locomotive, with the follow- 
ing result, all the oil burned, and water evap- 
orated being carefully weighed, and quality 
of steam, as to dryness, determined:

“This evaporation of 188-100 pounds of 
water per pound of oil burned is the proper 
number for comparison, as evaporative tests 
are most frequently made, and is probably 
nearly three times the evaporation produced 
onan average in coal burning locomotives 
per pound of coal. But for a more appropri- 
ate comparison, and for the purpose of de- 
termining the actual number of heat units re- 
alized from the fuel, it is’ necessary to con- 
sider the quality of the steam as to its dry- 
ness; for if any part of the water fed to the 
boiler was carried out with the steam unevap- 
orized, that portion would only have taken 
up the heat due to its temperature, while the 
steam has taken up the additional amount of 
heat necessary for its vaporization. 

“During this trial, five careful determina- 
tions of the quality of the steam were se- 
cured, showing as an average 7 3-10 per cent of 
water and 92 7-10 per cent of dry steam.

It isclaimed that in no case hassolargea 
proportion of the possible heat production of 
a fuel been realized in practical working. Or- 
dinary anthracite coal has a possible heat pro 
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duction due to the complete and perfect com- 
bustion of its combustible elements of about 
13000 units per pound, not more than 40 per 
cent. of which is probably realized in average 
locomotive practice: Cumberland and West 
Virginia coals have a possible heating capaci- 
ty of about 15000° units per pound, with a less 
percentage of realization in practice, though 
considerably more heat units are realized per 
pound than with anthracite. 

Taking anthracite as a standard, we 
have asacomparison of the heat units real- 
ized from coal and oil, per pound of each, 
5200, for the former, and 16500, of the latter; or 
one pound of oil, as burned in the new device, 
is equal to more than three pounds of anthra- 
cite in heat units realized, or in steam produc- 
tion. This is without considering the heat 
units, or steam equivalent, required to oper- 
ate the burning device itself, which amount is 
comparatively small, certainly not exceeding 
10 per cent. of the steam produced. Allowing 
this 10 per cent. against the oil it is in heat 
production, or available steam generation, 
two and eighty-five hundredths times as val- 
uable as anthracite, pound for pound, At 
present prevailing price a ton (about six bar- 
rels) of oil costs about $4 50, while 2 85-100 tons 
of coal cost $13, so that the cost of the same 
amount of power using oil as fuel is only 35 
per cent. of its cost with anthracite. 

Further tests are being made and it is confi- 
dently believed that these will demonstrate 
the practical success of the device. The result 
of these will be duly chronicled in the Re- 
PORTER, as the subject is of great importance 
to all interested in the use of petroleum for 
generating steam,

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Notes on Some Old Remedies.* 
BY JOHN M. MAISCH, 

It is well known that many remedies, being 
in the course of time replaced by others, fall 
into disuse, sometimes for a long period, until, 
through accident or from other causes, they 
again attract the attention of physicians and 
are released from obscurity, either to find an 
apparently permanent place among officinal 
drugs, or soon to be consigned again among 
the obsolete articles. Such reintroductions of 
old remedies are frequently heralded as new 
discoveries, and, in some cases, such a claim 
holds good for special therapeutic applica- 
tions, or for the chemical and physiological] in- 
vestigation of the active constituents, In 
most cases it will be at least of interest, from 
time to time, to collect recent statements or 
observations on remedies which were used by 
our forefathers, and for this reason the fol- 
lowing brief record of the recent use of more 
or less forgotten medicinal plants is made, 

Potentilla canadensis, Linne, popularly 
known as cinquefoil, five-finger or dry straw- 
berry, and common in grassy places through- 
outa great portion of North America, was 
employed over a hundred years ago as a vul- 
nerary and as an astringent, in diarrhoea and 
hemorrhages, both internally and as a gargle. 
More recently it was lauded in chronic catar- 
rhs, in gonorrhcea, and as a powerful sudorific 
(see Amer, Jour. Phar., 1875, 5. 11); and during 
the past year (Therap. Gaz., Aug., 1887), Dr. 
Sansom Pope, of South Carolina, stated it to 
be areliable remedy for night-sweats, an in- 
fusion of the entire plant being taken ad libi- 
tum, and that it is in use among the negroes as 
a domestic remedy.

Capsella Bursa-pastoris, Moench, is known as 
shepherd’s purse, and has established itself in 
most countries asa weed in fields and in waste 
and grassy places. Fora long time it was em- 
ployed, boiled in red wine, as a styptie in 
hemorrhages of various kinds, a use which has 
recently been revived in Europe. Formerly 
it also enjoyed some reputation asa remedy 
for gonorrhcea and for intermittent fever. 
Amonzy its constituents are little volatile oil, 
identical with that of black mustard, a little 
bitter extractive, some resinous matter, and 
bursic acid, the latter having been recently 
prepared by Bombelon as an amorphous mass, 
which appears to be a glucoside. An interest- 
ing paper by Prof. Dr. Husemann, giving the 
medical history of this plant, has been pub- 
lished in Pharmaceutische Zeitung, 1888, p. 151. 

Reseda luteola, Linne, called dyer’s weed or 
weld, isa native of Europe, and occasionally 
found growing spontaneously in the Atlantic 
States of North America. Both the bitter 
herb and the pungent root, the latter having 
a raddish-like odor, were formerly valued for 
their diuretic and sudorific properties. A 
notice in Journal de Medecine de Paris, Feb. 5, 
1888, states that reseda has a great reputation 
among the people of Russia as a tenicide, a 
strong infusion of the dried flowers being used 
followed by a dose of castor oil. The species 
not being given, it is uncertain whether the 
indigenous (in Russia) species mentioned above 
is intended, or whether the notice refers to 
the flowers of the North African species, 
Reseda odorata, the well known mignonette, 
which is cultivated everywhere for its sweet 
perfume, and was medicinally employed by 
the Romans (Plinius, lib. xxvii). 

Ribes nigrum, Linne, the black currant of 
our gardens, is indigenous to Europe and 
northern Asia. All parts of the shrub possess 
an unpleasant odor, and were formerly em- 
ployed for their diuretic and sudorific proper- 
ties, and were valued as an alexipharmic. 
While the fruit, owing to its repulsive odor, 
is not relished, its expressed juice, after being 
fermented and aromatized with nutmeg, cin- 
namon and other spices, has a delicate odor 
and very pleasant taste. This liquor, which is 
known in France as cassis, contains about 2 
per cent of alcohol, and has recently been rec- 
ommended by Ferd. Vigier (Jour. de Med, de 
Paris, March 25, 1888, p. 520), as a vehicle for 
many unpleasant remedies, The following 
formulas will illustrate its uses: 

Chlorhydro-pepsic Elixir.—Dissolve pepsin 
0°40 gm. (or gr. vi) in water 8 gm. (or dr.ii) and 
hydrochloric acid 0°20 gm. (gtt. v); filter and 
add cassis 8 gm. (dr.ij) and syrup 4 gm, (dr.i). 
Dose, a wineglassfull after each meal. 

Elixir of terpin. Terpin 0°50 gm. (gr. vij ss); 
alcohol and glycerine, of each 6 gm, (dr. jss); 
cassis 8 gm, (dr. ij); vanillin 0°005 gm. (1-13 gr.). 
Dose, a wine-glassful 3 or 4 times a day. 

Wine of cinchona. Extract of cinchona 1 
gm. (gr. xv), cassis 12 gm. (dr. iij); good wine 
7gm. Dose, a wine-glassful at each meal. 

Cassis is also said to be well adapted for the 
preparation of elixirs of calumba, coca, chlo- 
ral, ete. 

Our indigenous black currant, Ribes flori- 
dum, L’Heritier, has the smell and flavor of 
the cultivated species, and while it is probably 
equally effective as the latter, its fruit could 
doubtless be used for making an aromatic 
wine similar to the French cassis. 

Cytisus Laburnum, Linne, is indigenous to 
Southern Europe, and is cultivated as an orna- 
mental shrub under the names of golden chain 
and bean-trefoil, the large pendulous racemes 
of golden-yellow tlowers being very showy. 
The purgative and emetic properties of the 
leaves and seeds are known in Europe, and 
particularly the seeds have been to some 
extent employed in medicine. J. L. Prevost 
and Paul Binet have been studying, for 
some time, the physiological effects of the 
flowers, the green fruit and the seed (Jour, de 
Med. de Paris, January, 1888, p. 48). The aque- 
ous extract of the seed was found to be more 
effective than the alcoholic extract. They 
consider the drug to be a good emetic, acting 
rapidly and better by hypodermic injection 
than when administered internally, and state 
that in large doses, besides the emetic action, 
paralytic effects are produced closely resem- 
bling those following the use of curare, 

Of medicinal plants not growing wild or 
under cultivation in the United States, the 
following may be mentioned as having at- 
tracted renewed attention recently: 


Hunniria floribunda, Martius, a tree indige- 
nous to Brazil, yields a pale yellow balsamic 
exudation which is used there like copaiba, as 
a substitute for which it has been again sug- 
gested in Europe, Humiria balsamifera, 
Aublet, of Guiana, yields a reddish balsam and 
resin, with a storax-like odor, and employed 
like that balsam. 

Acalypha indica, Linne, is used in India as 
an anthelmintic, a decoction of the leaves, to 
which a little garlic is added, being employed. 
The expressed juice of the plant, mixed with 
oil, has the reputation of being an excellent 
liniment in arthritic and syphilitic affections. 

Acalypha betulina, Retzius.—The leaves have 
an agreeable odor and are employed in dyspep- 
sia and cholera. Our indigenous species of 
acalypha do not appear to have been used 
medicinally. 

Seyzygium Jambolanum, DeCand., the jam- 
bolana or jambul of tropical countries, was 
referred to ina paper read before this associ- 
ation in 1882 (Proceedings, p. 155, Am. Jour. 
Phar., 1882, p. 351). It was recently reported. 


by Dr. J. Munday, (Brit. Med. Jour.), to be of 
service in diabetes, in greatly reducing the 
quantity of urine, though it does not seem to 
affect the percentage of sugar secreted. One 
seed is taken thrice daily; the diminution of 
urine takes place within two days. 

Schinus Molle, Linne, is a large tree of South 
America; its bark, leaves, fruit and exudation 
are medicinally employed. The fruit, which 
was recently sent to the London market on 
speculation (Phar. Jour. and Trans., Dec. 3, 
1887), is of the size of a pea and is remarkable 
for the striking resemblance in flavor to a 
mixture of pepper and fennel, and also has a 
slight bitterness and acridity. It has been 
used with success in gonorrhcea by Leotard 
(Les nouv, Remedes, Novy. 27, 1887), and by E. 
Bertherand (Jour. de Med. de Paria, March, 4, 
1888) and is given in the form of confection,the 
fruit being deprived of its reddish pericarp, 
then finely powdered and mixed with a small 
quantity of syrup of gum, whereby the odor 
and taste are sufficiently masked. The pow- 
der may also bo made into pills. The tonic ef- 
fects of the of the schinus fruit give it a great 
superiority to cubebs. 

Hydrocotyle asiatica, Linne, the Indian 
penny wort has been studid physiologically and 
therapeuticolly by Dr. C. Daruty de Grandpre 
(Les nouv. Remedes. April 8, 1868). In small 
doses it acts as an energetic stimulent, its ef- 
fects being chiefly directed to the cutaneous 
system; hence its usefulness in various skin 
diseases. In large doses it is narcotic, produ- 
cing stupor, headache, and in some persons 
vertigo with a tendency to coma, 

Gymnema sylvestre, R. Brown, a twining as- 
clepiadaceous shrub, indigeneous to India, is 
regarded there as a remedy against the poison 
of serpents, In a paper read before the Nil- 
gherry Natural History Society,at Otacamund, 
David Cooper called attention to the curious 
property of the leaves upon the sense of taste. 
They are bitterish, astringent and acidulous. 
After chewing one or two of the leaves, the 
sweetness of the sugar is not noticed, and qui- 
nine tastes like chalk. The effect seems to 
last for several hours, and is apparently due 
to gymnemic acid, which somewhat resembles 
chrysophanic acid. The taste of sour, saline 
and astringent substances is not materially 
altered. 


Embelia Ribes, Burmann, belongs to the or- 
der Myrsinace:x, and grows in Silhet where 
the berries have long been used for the adul- 
teration of black pepper which they closely 
resemble in appearance, and to some extent in 
flavor. Dymock, in his work on the Materia 
Medica of Innia, states that they are efficacious 
against tapeworm, and form the principal in- 
gredient of several patent medicines, G. H. 
Harris confirms (The Lancet) their efficacy for 
the complaint stated. The remedy is given, 
powdered, in doses of two or three drachms 
with milk or with curds early in the morning, 
fasting, aud some hours later is followed with 
a purgative, like castor oil. 

Siegesbeckia orientalis, Linne, order Com- 
posit, is widely distributed throughout 
Southern and Eastern Asia, where the bitter 
talsamic herb enjoys a reputation in dysuria 
and other complaints of the urinary organs’ 
Dr. J. Hutchison, of Glasgow, reports (Brit. 
Med. Jour.) his success in different forms of 
ringworm with the internal use of a syrup, 
prepared from the expressed juice of the 
plant; aliniment composed of equal parts of 
tincture of siegesbeckia and glycerin was em- 
ployed externally. The drug appears to act 
both as a stimulent and parasiticide. 


Several of the remedies enemerated above 
seem to deserve closer study on the part of 
pharmacists and physicians. Very few, if any, 
of them are likely to be honored in the future 
by a place in our national pharmacopeeia. 
Still, even this distinction may be supposed to 
be in waiting for a larger number, when it is 
remembered that in the last edition such pre- 
viously discarded plants, like calendula and 
chelidonium, were again admitted.

Test for Peru Balsam. 


The following process, which is a modifica- 
tion of Denner’s method of examining Peru 
balsam, is recommended as convenient for de- 
termining with certainty the presence or ab- 
sence of benzoin or storax. 

Five grams of balsam, 5 grams of soda solu- 
tion (sp. gr. 1160) and 10 grams of water, 
mixed together, are shaken with two succes- 
sive quantities of ether of 15 grams each and 
the ether poured off as completely as possible. 
The residue is heated to boiling and acidulated 
with hydrochloric acid; cold water is then 
added and the resin which separates is re- 
moved, dissolved in about 3 grams of soda 
solution, diluted with 20 grams of water, 
heated to boiling and precipitated with solu- 
tion of barium chloride. This precipitate is 
drained on a filter, dried on a water-bath, 
extracted with alcohol, the alcoholic extract 
evaporated, then taken up with concentrated 
sulphuric acid, chloroform: added and the 
whole shaken. In the presence of benzoin or 
storax the chloroform is colored violet to 
blue. It is stated that by this method even 
small admixtures of these substances can be 
detected with certainty, and it is affirmed that 
although, like the petroleum spirit and nitric 
acid test of the German Pharmacopeeia, it is 
dependent upon a color reaction, it is more 
certain in its indications, 
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The Illuminating and Explosive 
Power of Naphtha Gas.

In a recent number of Dingler’s Polytech- 
niaches Journal there appeared a communica- 
tion from MM. Jawein and Lamonsky on the 
effect of the admixture of air on the illuminat- 
ing power of naphtha gas, and on the ex- 
plosibility of such mixtures. An abstract of 
the article. by Dr. 8S. Hamburger is contained 
in the current number of of the Journal of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, from which we 
take the following particulars: 

Naphtha gas is manufactured in Russia from 
naphtha and naphtha residues, and is used for 
illuminating works and public buildings which 
have gas works of their own for this purpose. 
Owing to the difficulty of obtaining a general 
average sample of naphtha gas, the experi- 
ments were made in one day; the quantity of 
was required being led into a small holder, 
which also contained the air for mixing. The

The pig lead market has again shown ing 
provement under the manirulation of specu- 
lators and stronger advices from the other side. 
There has, however, been very little buying, on 
account of consumers, and, on the whole, the 
actual volume of business for the week has 
been comparrtively small. At the close, quo- 
tations were somewhat nominal at 405c for 
spot and 410c for futures. Messrs. Everett & 
Post, writing from Chicago on the 7th inst., 
say: “Most manufacturers, both at home and 
abroad, report a very fair trade, fully up to 
1887, and the demands for pig lead for water 
works, underground cables, etc., are largely in 
excess of last year. As to production 
of ore and bullion, it is hard to est 
mate or prophesy, owing to low prices 
of silver and lead. One thing scems ccr- 
tain at the present time, the low prices of 
above metals are affecting materially the out- 
put in some sections of the far west, mining 
having been stopped temporarily. In most in- 
stances, however, a shut-down is regulated by 
the demands of stockholders for dividends. It 
has been a quiet week at thiscentre. Values 
have ruled from 3 80 to 3 90c,with sales of some 
500 tons commen and refined. The inquiry, 
from out of town especially, has been excep- 
tionally good, but with the extremes in prices 
at other markets, little business has been con- 
summated, Atthe close, there is a strong 
undertone, and market for desilverived may 
be quoted at 390c. At St. Louis considerable 
business for the season has been transacted, 
Sales were made early in the week of some 
spot Missouri lead at 3 80c, then reported sales 
of common lead at 3724¢c and later 200 tons 
desilverized at 334c. The market closes strong 
at 3 85c asked, and very little offering.” 

The white lead market continues to seek a 
lower level as the result of avery limited con- 
suming demand and keen competition between 
corroders. In the spot market the lowest 
figure at which we have heard actual transac- 
tions is 555c net, though probably some sellers 
would even shade this to secure a large lot. 
From the South come reports of sales at 5 25c 
net, and in other sections transactions are 
making at the same figure. 

American oxide of zinc has continued to sel] 
in a moderate way for actual consumption 
and the demand has been supplied without 
any reserve, while features of interest are 
very difficult to find. Prices continue steady 
and unchanged at 444@4%c according to 
quality. French zincs have met with a reduc- 
tion, the following being now quoted: 57<c for 
dry Antwerp red seal in bbls. of 2204 ibs; 
Paris red seal 6%¢c, and 7c for Paris green 
seal. Discounts on French are as follows: To 
buyers of 10 bbl. lots of one or assorted grades 
1%, 25 bbls2% and 50 bbis4%. No discount is 
allowed on less than 10-bb] lots, and discounts 
include brokerage.

Trade Between Germany and the 
United States. 


FROM REPORT OF J. H. SMITH AT MAYENCE, 

Considerable progress has been made in the 
manufacture of paper. While in 1840 only 22,- 
000,000 kilos were manufactured, the amount 
reached, in 1887, about 270,000,000, representing 
in value 220,000,000 marks. Germany exported 
in 1878, 33,300 tons; 1884, 47,520; and during 1886, 
419,786 double cwt of lard (equal 100 kilograms) 
were imported; hence considerably more than 
in 1885 were imported. The lard imported via 
Hamburg is much in favor, passing here once 
more through refineries. 

There are in Germany 0 factories employ- 
ing 460 workmen producing 180,000 centners of 
butter worth 9,000,000 to 10,000,000 marks. In 
the production of the 180,000 centners 2,000,00

Vegetable Products in Australasia. 


Can Astralia grow profitably anything but 
wheat and wool? These are the stable articles, 
those upon which much of the wealth of the 
colonies depends, and it has become a matter 
of urgent public importance to the colonists 
that something definite should be done for the 
more profitable tillage of the fertile soil with 
which nature has endowed them. There was, 
therefore, appointed some time ago a Royal 
Commission on vegetable products to investi- 
gate the matter. This commission held fifty- 
six meetings in Melbourne, besides visiting 
South Australia, and had before them all sorts 
and conditions of men who were able to give 
advice regarding the cultivation of the soil 
and its products. 

Customs returns show that vegetable and 
animal products capable of being grown or 
manufactured in Australasia are imported 
into Victoria tothe value of about six millions 
sterling per annum, and into the other Aus- 
tralian colonies to the value of about thirteen 
millions per annum. These imports include 
many drugs and allied products, which are 
shown by the official returns to amount to the 
following sums annually :

Of the chief items in this list there can be no 
doubt that oil and opium-yielding plants can 
be grown in Australasia with but little trouble 
In South Australia, for example, the olive has: 
been successfully cultivated since 1851, and the 
samples of oil exhibited at the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition were excellent of their kind. 
This is an industry which might with advant- 
age be greatly extended, more especially as 
the manufacture of the oil is not so largely 


‘dependent upon manual labor as some other 


manufactures of vegetable products. More- 
over, the market for pure olive oil is seldom 
overstocked, and if we were to judge 
alone from the prevalerace and persist- 
ence of adulteration in this article, a 
pure Australian oil would be remunerative. 
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Mr. Joseph Bosisto has produced excellent 
opium on his estate, but he makes no secret of 
the fact that although there is an import duty 
of 1l. per pound on the drug, it is questionable 
if opium production could be made to pay in 
Australia. Cheaper labor the colonists can 
get if they like but they strongly object 
to the introduction of it in the shape 
of John Chinaman, and he is really the 
only coolie who could exist in the colonies, 

The colonies, it is well known, yield some 
wattle barks rich in tannin, which are exported 
to Europe in large quantities. Onthe strength 


recommend owners of poor lands to try wattle- 
growing as likely to be remunerative where 
other crops fail. 
failing, and the price has doubled within the 
last few years. The cultivation of the ‘*Ca- 
naigre root,” which has grown well at Dookie, 
and contains from 26 to 40 per cent of tannin, 
is also strongly recommended ; and the Coun- 
cil of Agricultural Education hope to be able 
shortly to distribute roots of the plant amongst 
the farmers, 

Mr. Warrick has recently spoken of the cul- 
tivation of perfume plants in Australia, and he 
is of opinion that it would be likely to turn out 
successfuliy. We learn from the report that the 
growth of perfume plants and the manu- 
facture of essential Oils and perfumes is 
successfully carried on at Mitcham, near 
Melbourne, and reference is made to the 
opinion of Mr. A. Piesse, whose expe- 
rience in this line is sufficiently indi- 
«ated by his name, and the fact that he is 
son of the author of the “Art of Perfumery.” 
Mr. Piesse gave evidence before the commis- 
sion, and stated that “Victoria is particularly 
well suited for the production of perfumes,” 
Apart from the native odorous plants, whose 
number is legion, the cultivation of the well- 
established favorites not indigenous to the 
country would be most remunerative.—Chem. 
and Drug.

Some Ohio Oil Gushers. 

T. J. Vandergrift, of Jamestown, N. Y., one 
of the oldest and best informed oil operators, 
says there is a well in Wood county, Ohio, that 
if opened up to its full capacity, would flow 
10,000 barrels of oil a day. There are several 
of these bridled monsters in the Ohio field. 
They are shut in because of the inability of 
the pipe line companies to take care of all the 
oil that they would produce if permitted to 
yield at their full capacity. 

Mr. Vandergrift probably referred to the 
“Ducat” well, west of Portage. It was drilled 
into the oil rock some months ago. Its pro- 
duction until the stop-cocks could be turned 
on it was prodigious, almost equaling in force 
and capacity the great geysers in Russia. The 
pipe lines could not handle the oil and the 
owners set about to shut most of the product 
in. This has to be done now with all the large 
wells. 

Five wells have been struck in Wood county 
that have propuced 5,000 barrels a day each 
until a curb was put on them. One, near 
Bowling Green, produced 6,000 barrels a day. 
This well was owned by Capt. J.J. Vandergrift 
of Pittsburg, and others associated with the 
Forest and Anchor oil companies. An occa- 
sional well among these gushers yields a qual- 
ity of oil that is considered unmerchantable. 
For a time this oil was allowed to flow on the 
ground and into the stream as the quickest 
way to get rid of it. This became such a nuis- 
ance that the farmars complained of it and 
the practice was prohibited by the State. 

W. J. McCullough, of Findlay, who, with 
Edward O'Donnell, of Warren, Pa., has just 
opened up one of these enormous gushers 
three miles in advance of developments in 
Wood county, says that in his opinion the Ohio 
field is capable of yielding 100,000 barrels of oil 
aday. ‘There seems to be,” said he, “no lim- 
it to it. There are thousands upon thousands 
of acres of land never touched by the drill that 
any practical operator knows is good territo- 
ry. Where the end of all this oil Jand lies no 
man can tell. It far exceeds in extent any oil 
territory discovered in the world.” 

The petroleum producing territory in the 
two counties of Allen and Auglaize, known as 
the Lima district,is estimated to be 20,000 acres; 
the Findlay, or Hancock county territory, in- 
cludes about 15,000 acres, and Wood county, so 
far as developed, about 12,000, a total of 47,000 
acres. This only includes land that is actually 
developed, and is not, perhaps, one-third of 
the actual prolific territory there is in the 
State. The actual daily output is now about 
30,000 barrels, with a large percentage of the 
wells greatly restricted in their yield. The 
next monthly report of the pipe line compa- 
nies will probably show the amount of oil now 
held in iron tanks in Ohio to be about 9,000,000 
barrels. On the lst day of last November, ac- 
cording to a report issued by the Ohio State 
Oil Inspector, the amount held in tanks was 
less than 3,500,000 barrels. The increase for the 
next eight months will be much in excess of 
that for the past eight. 
= What to do with all this oil becomes an in- 
teresting commercial question. The Buckeye 
Pipe Line continues to pay 15 cents a barrel 
for the product at the wells, and takes all it 
can provide tankage for, which is, as stated, 
about 30,000 barrels a day. The tanks in which 
this is being stored sre mostly second-hand, 
removed from the Pennsylvania regions, but 
still costing not farfrom 25 cents a barrel to 
erect,

TUESDAY EVENING, July 10, 1888. 

T he market during the past week has proved 
to be more interesting than for some time, 
there coming an end to the protracted dull- 
ness and a change in the course of prices, The 
Bakerstown developments, which have acted 
on the market as did the cry of “wolf” in the 
fable on the shepherds, has been shorn of its 
terrors, The later reports from that section, 
which was expected to develop important 
gushers, and consequently market breakers, 
have shorn the field of its threatening features. 
It has become apparent that the maximum 
yield has been reached when the drill entered 
the sand, and deeper drilling has not improved 
the output, while, in at least one case, deeper 
drilling has caused a decrease in production. 
This has brought about a reaction in the mar- 
ket, and many operators have shifted from the 
short to the long side, and this change of base 
brought about anadvance of ten cents from 
the lowest point of the previous week. The 
stimulus thus given to speculative transac- 
tions has not become general, the buying thus 
far being principally on the Pittsburgh and 
Oil City exchanges, though a fair amount of 
orders were executed on the local exchange 
for western account, and it is currently re- 
ported that local operators have profited by 
the spurt. Whether the improvement in price 
is likely to prove permanent will depend largely 
upon further field developments. Those who 
had confidently looked upon the Bakerstown 
extension as an important field are still in- 
clined to believe that further drilling will yet 
develop important producers while others 
regard the field as having been proven of no 
value. The situation in other respects remains 
about the same, though an increase in the 
export demand, which is now looked for, may 
cause an increase in the deliveries which 
will materially strengthen the situation. 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 4,870,000 bbis 
against 3,480,100 bbls for the preceding week, 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 14,556,000 bbls, against 14,508,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 2,996,000 bbls against 29,651,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached to-day, when 
8235gc was touched. The lowest point of the 
week was 737c, and was touched on Thurs- 
dayand Friday. The opening price last 
Thursday -~was 7ic, and the close this evening 
was at 8244c, showing a gain as the result of 
the week's trading of 844c, while the extreme 
range of fluctuations tor the week was 8%c. 

The field news the past week has been im- 
portant as showing the Bakerstown section to 
have been greatly over-rated, and the con- 
demnation of several wells in the Washington 
field. In this field, Fergus & Co.'s Pees well, 
southeast of the old gusher, is through the 
Gantz sand and dry in that horizon. This 
makesthe outlook bad for the McKenna Oil 
Company’s Vance well, about 2,000 feet in ad- 
vance of the Pews, which found no oil on en- 
tering the sand. Spudding has been com- 
menced at Kuntz & Co.’s Martin 5, Taylors- 
town, and at a wildcat on the Weir farm, near 
the Pigeon Creek U. P. church. 8. P. Fergus 
isa part owner of the well. The Isaac Wil- 
letts well on the David McNary farm, Vance- 
ville, has come in a good gasser in the 50 foot. 
Of the four wells which he has drilled in the 
Vanceville neighborhood, three are first-class 
gassers, the McDonough, Nichols and McNary. 
Another well will be drilled at once on the 
J. V. Riddle farm. The Peese well struck a 
big dose of salt water in the 50-foot, where 
McBirney No. 1 found its biggest oil. This, of 
course, settles the prospects of that well for 
oil, and may be said to be the turning point in 
Sam Fergus’ luck, this being his first complete 
failure. 


At Bakerstown the production of the Gold 
well is silll shrouded in mystery. It is vari- 
ously estimat-d at from 50 to 150 bbls. The oil 
looks rily, but the gravity is all right, being 
the same as Saxonburg. Friday morning it 
was ll feet in the sand and enough drilling 
has been done since to leave little room to 
doubt that it is doing its best. The Calhoun 
well is bottled up and may continue to re- 
main in that condition for some time to come. 
The Butchers have digged their well through 
the boulder in which they got all their oil, and 
have drilled 10 or 12 feet in the Gold sand 
without finding any additional oil. The well 
enjoyed a temporary increase of production 
while the drill was bobbing, but it has since 
declined about as rapidly as it came up. 
Agitatation may help it again, but if they 
continue to drill they may sink into salt 
water which cannot be a great way off, 
aid then they will lose all they have got. 
che Gold syndicate have three locations made 
inas many different directions within a half 
mile from the mystery, located as follows: On

Late Saturday night oil was struck at the 
Ninth street well, McKeesport, and indications 
pointed toa gusher. The company drilling is 
composed of about fifteen business men of that 
vicinity who will thoroughly test it. With this 
end in view, assoon as oil was struck work was 
at once suspended, the hole closed and a watch- 
man placed on guard. The oil has the appear- 
ance of being of excellent quality. It is dark 
and heavy, and of the same quality found at 
the well near that place several years ago. At 
the old well, as soon as the tlow was struck the 
hole was plugged and the tools left in it in 
order to deceive the public and lease additional 
territory. When an attempt was made tocom- 
plete the work the tools could not be gotten 
out, and after spending about $6,000 fishing for 
them, the well was abandoned. It is learned 
that, although all the tools are in the old well 
and there is over 1,70 feet of water in the hole, 
the well has been flowing several barrels of oil 
aweek. These matters have been kept dark 
while the Doctors Black and others have been 
leasing territory. The company has ordered a 
large tank, which will arrive in a day or two, 
after which the drilling will be resumed and 
the well developed. 


Thursday, July 5. 


The attendance this morning was small as 
the regular board room traders had apparently 
not had enough holiday they showing more 
disposition for skylarking than trading. The 
ball was opened by a sale at 74c, which showed 
a gain of 4c over the closing price on Tuesday.

Separation of Uranium from Alkaline 
Earths and Alkalies. 


BY A. REMELE. 


The author recommends ammonium sulphide 
as the best reagent for this purpose, except in 
case of barium. Recently Foullon and also 
Alibegoff find that uranium and calcium can- 
not be separated in this manner. Foul'on 
recommends in this case the use of ammonium 
oxalate in a solution previously rendered alka- 
line by ammonium carbonate. He first mixes 
the hydrochloric solution with a little ammo- 
nium oxalate and then adds ammonium car- 
bonate until the uranium oxide is redissolved; 
ammonium oxalate is then added in excess 
and let deposit in the absence of strong light. 
Alibegoff, working in this manner, obtained 
better results than with ammonium sulphide 
but the calcium oxalate was always more or 
less contaiminated with uranium. He there- 
fore adds to a solution of uranium chloride 
some elutriated mercury oxide, when the ura- 
nium is completely deposited on boiling, and 
the supernatant liquid has quite lost the color 
of the uranium salts, In case of uranium so- 
lutions in the oxygen acids, a solution of am- 


monium or sodium’ chloride is added. 
A very dilute solution of ammonium 
chloride is used for washing; as the 


precipitate, a mixture of uranyl hydroxide 
and basic mercury uranate, is slightly soluble 
in water. In carrying out this method the 
author adds to the solution of uran-oxychlo- 
ride a few drops of an ammonium chloride 
solution, and heats to a boil. He then adds 
the pure elutriated mercuric oxide, carefully 
avoiding excess. After again boiling and 
shaking round (in preference to stirring), let 
cool, when the precipitate settles quickly, and 
the liquid becomes colorless. Decant a few 
times, bring upon the filter, and wash in cold 
water containing ammonium chloride. The 
precipitate along with the filter is heated in a 
platinum crucible, carefully at first, then in 
the uncovered crucible with a gradually in- 
creasing heat, and lastly over a blast. The 
product is weighed as the olive green uranious 
uranic oxide. In presence of uranium and 
calcium the process is thesame. If the alka- 
line earths are in very large proportion, their 
partial precipitation may be avoided by boil- 
ing up once more after decantation with 
water containing ammonium chloride. In the 
filtrate the strontium and calcium are deter- 
mined in the usual manner after removing 
the mercury with ammonium sulphide. 
Uranium may be separated from magnesium 
by boiling with a sufficiency of ammonium 
chloride and then precipitating with mereuric 
oxide as above. 
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Petroleum in Germany. 


From the latest reports to the Department 
of State by our foreign representatives we 
cull the following relating to petroleum in 
Germany: 

The duty levied in 1885 on petroleum barrels 
is said to have had a bad effect upon the trade, 
and to have brought about much loss, This 
duty, which issaid to bring but little revenue 
to the government, is understood to be a ver- 
itable thorn in the flesh of the petroleum 
trade. The abolition of the duy is regarded 
by the petroleum dealers of this vicinity as a 
pressing necessity for their business, 

These barrels have been subjected to duty, 
on the ground that’ they were coming into 
competition with German barrels, and could 
be regarded as coming under the designation 
of “tine coopers’ articles” in the German cus- 
toms tariff, and consequently dutiable at 10 
marks ($2 50) per 100 kilograms (220 pounds), 

But the trade say that these barrels do not 
come into competition with German barrels, 
as they are employed, on account of their 
cheapness and durability, for many purposes 
to which German barrels can not generally be 
applied, They are not much used in packing, 
and in default of thém recourse must be had 
to other articles for packing purposes. They 
can hardly be done without, for the German 
coopers are unable to offer any substitute for 
them and their barrels are much dearer and 
far less durable. 

Concerning American petroleum, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Wiesbaden (near here) 
says that the Russian petroleum, especially 
the brand known as the “Nobel,” does not 
stand any longer behind the American in 
quality. It is clear as water, has a high degree 
of intlammability, and gives a bright light 
from all burners which conduct a sufficient 
amount of air to the lamp. As it can be 
bought for less money than the American, it 
is a formidable competitor with it, and if the 
Americans and Russians do not arrive at some 
understanding, the petroleum war will assume 
larger dimensions, 

The South German trade in petroleum bar- 
rels is understood to be in the hands of May- 
ence and Mannheim, but it is probable that 
Mayence’s share in it will be wrested from it 
by Mannheim, as Mannheim is better situated 
in respect to freight rates. The duty, it is 
held, can not but be of advantage to the for- 
eign producers of the barrels. When re-ex- 
ported the duty paid on them is refunded. 

Since the duty was levied, petroleum bar- 
rels have gone down very much in price, so 
that the duty on them failsto protect German 
barrels, but most of them are returned to the 
land of their origin any way, and very few are 
understood to remain in Germany, ~

Treatment and Distillation of Pep- 


permint Plants.* 
BY ALBERT M. TODD, 


“Tt has been claimed that the herb pepper- 
mint, when freshly cut yields more oil than 
when dried. Is this so, and does the increased 
yield of oil compensate for the increased ex- 
pense of shipping the fresh herb to the dis- 
tiller 7” 

This question has long been a disputed one, 
and the discussions have uttracted the inter- 
ests of both scientists and manufacturers, 
That the importance of making a determina- 
tion which would be satisfactory and final 
will be better understood, I will, before stating 
the results of my experiments, give a brief 
description of our novel industry, prefacing 
the description with the single remark that 
distillation is effected with three-fold the 
rapidity from the dry rather than from the 
green plants. 

There are now (in 1888), cultivated annually 
in the United States (almost wholly in the 
States of Michigan and New York), over 
twenty thousand tons of peppermint plants, 
yielding over one hundred and twenty thou- 
sand pounds of essential oil, thus requiring on 
the average the production and handling of 
about three hundred and fifty pounds of 
plants in the undried state for a single pound 
of the essential oil. There are now in Ameri- 
ca, about two hundred and fifty small distil- 
leries, where the crude or natural oil is pro- 
duced, each distiller distilling, besides his own 
crop, the plants of about ten neighboring 
growers on the average, making the number 
of persons engaged in the industry as princi- 
pals over two thousand five hundred, beside a 
large number of workmen employed in the 
cultivation and distillation. 

The distillers’ charge for working up the 


plants of other growers, has by custom 
been based upon the number of pounds 
of oil obtained rather than upon the 


quantity of plants, the present rate in 
Michigan being twenty-five cents for each 
pound of essential oil. This custom is most 
satisfactory to the grower, as he pays only ac- 
cording to his receipts, but it will be seen that 
it is not equitable for the distiller unless the 
plants are well dried prior to distillation, 

The manufacturing system may be briefly 
noticed as follows: the plants having been 
cut when in full bloom, are drawn to the dis- 
tilleries either with or without curing,accord- 
ing to the notion of the grower. The essen- 
tial features of the distillery are, first, a large 
boiler for the generation of steam; second, a

pair of large wooden vats, about six feet in 
height and of equal maximum diameter,which 
are connected with the boiler by steam-pipes, 
which enter them at the bottom, [two vats 
being used so that one vat may be emptied 
and refilled while the other is running]; third, 
acondensing apparatus, which consists of a 
series of pipes coeted with pure tin, either 
with or without the ordinary “worm” over 
which cold water is made to tlow continuous- 
ly, this condensing apparatus being connected 
with the top of the distilling vats at pleasure 
by a duplex or “changing valve”; lastly, 
is the “receiver” in which the essential 
oil is collected, the ordinary form of 
which is a metallic vessel, about twelve inches 
in diameter and three feet in height, from the 
bottom of which an exterior pipe leads toa 
height nearly equal with the body of the re- 
ceiver. Recently I have constructed a much 
more efficient and elaborate receiver for rap- 
idly separating essential oils both heavier and 
lighter than water, but as this paper is not in- 
tended as a technical treatise on apparatus, it 
will not be described here, 

About three inches from the bottom of the 
distilling vats are placed “false bottoms,” con- 
taining many perforations, underneath which 
the steam enters from the boiler. Upon this 
perforated false bottom is placed a strong iron 
hoop, having a diameter nearly equal with 
the vatand supplied with heavy cross bars. 
Two pairs of strong chains are secured to this 
hoop, meeting at the top of the vat ina pair 
of rings, one of which is fastened on either 
side of the vat at the top while it is being 
filled. ‘This apparatus, as will be seen, is for 
the purpose of drawing the charge from the 
vats after distillation. 


The apparatus being in position, the plants 
are thrown in by a workman with an ordinary 
hay fork, while two or three others are en- 
gaged in “tramping them down.” After 
the vat is about one-third full, a small supply 
of steam is let in, which softens the 
plants and greatly assists in packing. When 
filled, the vat is closed with a steam-tight 
cover, and the other charge being now dis- 
tilled, the entire amount of steam is turned on 
in the new one. The steam comes up through 
the perforations of the false bottom, and is 
ditfused evenly through the plants. The oil is 
contained entirely in the minute cells of the 
leaves and blossoms. The action of the steam 
is two-fold; it softens the tissues of the cells 
and at the same time, by its heat,causes an ex- 
pansion of the particles of oil, so that they 
burst forth from their miniature prisons, and 
are carried off with the current of steam. The 
steam, now charged with the essential oil,upon 
reaching the top escapes into the condensing 
apparatus, where it assumes the form of oil 
and water. Separation takes place in the re- 
ceiver; the water, being heavier, sinks to the 
bottom, and is forced by the pressure from 
within, upward and out through the exterior 
pipe referred to. The oil collects on the top 
and is dipped off at pleasure. 

As stated, distillation can be effected with 
three-fold the rapidity from the dry plants, 
for the effect of drying is to soften the plants, 
allowing a larger quantity to be used for a 
charge, while such large charge can also be 
distilled in one-half the time required for 
a smaller quantity of green plants. 
But many growers, fearing that a loss of 
oil results from drying, by diffusion in the 
atmosphere, cannot be prevailed upon to 
bring their plants to the distilleries other than 
ina green state. The extremes of difference I 
have noticed are as follows: From a charge of 
two thousand pounds of dry plants, well cov- 
ered with leaves and blossoms, thoroughly 
dried, I have obtained twenty pounds of oil in 
thirty minutes, an hourly rate of forty pounds 
of oil and two tons of plants. From asimilar 
charge of very coarse plants, with few leaves 
and blossoms, distilled in the green state, less 
than two pounds were obtained, requiring one 
hour for their distillation, 


Upon a clear day in September, in the mid- 
dle of the day, two loads of plants were cut 
down side by side at the sametime, Both 
loads were immediately raked up in the green 
state, containing all the natural juices of the 
plant, then drawn to the scales and weighed. 
One load was immediately distilled, the other 
load being spread upon the ground and dried 
for twodaysin the sun. At this time the 
plants had become freed from nearly every 
particle of moisture, the leaves being so dry 
and brittle as to.break off quite readily in 
handling. ‘This second load, which had thus 
been dried in the sun and open air, was now 
spread out ina loft and exposed toa further 
drying and the action of the atmosphere for a 
little over six months, 

The first charge of peppermint, which was 
distilled in the green state, weighed 2,332 lbs. 
and produced 6 lbs. 9 oz. of essential oil, being 
one pound of oil for each 355°35 Ibs. of plants, 
or 02814 per cent. After the second load had 
been dried and exposed to the atmospheric 
action as stated, for a little over six months, it 
was taken from the loft and distilled. I would 
say here that all the oil in the peppermint, as 
indeed in most, if not all, essential oil plants, 
is obtained from the leaves and blossoms, 
However, in distilling, the yield was more 
than one pound of essential oil for each 362°5 
lbs. of original green plants, which slight loss 
(about two per cent. in the amount of essen- 
tial oil), is certainly to be accounted for by 
the portion of leaves and blossoms which 








rattled off in the re-handlings. The charge of 
peppermint, which was thus fully dried, had 
shrunk 49°4 per cent. of its original weight. 

It will thus be seen that although the plants 
are very aromatic both before and after cut- 
ting, there is no perceptible loss of the essen- 
tial oil by a thorough drying of the plants 
prior to distillation, the oil being so tightly 
sealed in its little prison cells that a force 
greater than that existing in the atmosphere 
or the vays of the sunis necessary to free it. 
Indeed, I have noticed that the leaves which 
fall from the plants in dry seasons and remain 
upon the ground over winter, even though 
subjected to rains and snows as well, are often 
found months afterward to be so strong that 
one would hardly suppose that any of the 
strength had passed off. It is known though 
in practical experience that when the plants 
are once dried and subjected to rains, the wa- 
ter carries off a portion of the oil, acting in 
that respect as a slight distilling force. 

It is not within the scope of the present ar- 
ticle to treat of the chemical effect produced 
upon the oil by the action of the atmosphere, 
the tests of the oil, ete. Such determinations 
may be found by consulting the papers re- 
ferred to in the note below. The principal re- 
sults of the experiments recorded herein may 
be summarized as follows: 

First.—In the treatment of peppermint and 
such other American essential oil plants as 
have been examined, no perceptible loss of the 
essential oil by diffusion in the atnrosphere is 
occasioned by a thorough drying of the plants 
prior to distillation, in the open air at any or- 
dinary temperatures, 

Second.—When the drying of the plants is 
continued through many months a slight oxi- 
dation of the oil in the leaf occurs through con- 
tact with the oxygen in the atmosphere, de- 
creasing its solubility, and increasing its spe- 
cific gravity; also raising its boiling point 
through the formation of a non-volatile and 
insoluble resinoid produced by oxidation. 

Third.—A long exposure of the plants to 
atmospheric action prior to distillation, does 
not affect the crystallizing tendency of the 
essential oil, nor other of its physical tests ex- 
cept those noted, so far as investigated, 

Fourth.—To obtain the best results, both as 
to the quality of essential oil and economy of 
transportation and distillation, the plants 
should be dried as thoroughly as possible with- 
out endangering the loss of the leaves in 
handling. Distillation should then take place 
as soon as convenient, to prevent the oxidation 
of the oil in the leaf by atmospheric action.

The New Crop of Essential Oils. 

The following circular has been issued by 
Lautier Fils of Grasse : 

The gathering of orange flowers and roses 
has just been finished, and the new products 
from the flowers are ready for delivery now. 
The severe frosts which have passed over the 
south of France during the winter 1887-88 
have done much harm to all plants, particu- 
larly to those producing flowers, and have 
even proved disastrous for some of our culti- 
vations. Among the latter must be ranged 
that of the orange tree, which has been 
visited this year by a very inferior crop, and 
insome parts proved a total failure. Many 
orange trees have succumbed since the begin- 
ning of spring, just when they might be ex- 
pected to rally in the general rise of the vege- 
tation occurring at that time of the year, 
Numbers of plantations which had been re- 
newed or established after the severe winter 
of 1883, have now been damaged afresh and 
lost many trees. Thus, already on the way to 
recovery they have been reduced to a worse 
state by the last winter. I think that some 
years must elapse before our plantations will 
yield what they did before, presuming, how- 
ever, that the coming winters be sufliciently 
mild, and not again arrest the recuperation of 
the trees as last winter did. 

As aconsequence of the small crop, the de- 
mands of the growers have been extravagunt, 
and the high prices which already ruled during 
the last years have been far exceeded and in 
fact sometimes more than doubled. Naturally 
a considerable increase of the prices of the or- 
ange flower products is the result. On the 
other hand the rustic rose plants have resisted 
the influence of the bad season, and have wet! 
reposed during the trying winter. They have 
grown up since the early spring days witha 
remarkable vigor and driven forth a large 
quantity of blossoms, which, thanks to the 
highly favorable weather, have now al) burst 
into bloom and yielded excellent results, 
Consequently the price of roses, which seemed 
to have arrived at the bottom figure two years 
ago, has further receded a little, and all the 
rose perfumes have been manufactured in the 
best conditions of price and quality. This isalso 
the time for the distillation of the African 
geranium. The severe winter which has so 
much affected our parts,has also been felt very 
muchin Algeria, and the plantations have 
been partially destroyed. The yield of the 
first crop, which is just finished, was not at all 
considerable, and prices are aJittle higher. The 
crops of thyme and rosemary promise to be 
fsirly good, and willat any rate not be inferi- 
or to those of last year. The stock of oilof 
lavender is much reduced by the scanty yield 
of 1887, and prices are very firm, for nobody 
can venture at present to give a forecast of 
the next crop,

TUESDAY EVENING, July 10, 1888. 

The movement of goods into consumption 
continues to be very satisfactory, but taken 
asa whole the trading is not at all spirited. 
The outlook, however, is very promising, and 
before the end of the current month a consid- 
erable improvement in buginess is expected. 
Out of town inquiries are already becoming 
more numerous, but as yet there is little 
buying on a large scale. The distributors 





generally are supposed to have allowed 
their stocks to run down during the 
late spring and early summer, and the 


filling of their requirements should create a 
brisk demand during the next month or two at 
least. There has been a considerable move- 
ment in quinine during the past week, and the 
tone of that market is somewhat improved. It 
is intimated that some business of importance 
has been done in opium, but it has not ap- 
peared upon the surface and has not exerted 
a beneficial effect upon the market. Shellac 
has attracted more attention which, however, 
is not reflected in the tone of the market to 
any appreciable extent. The following are the 
principal changes in prices occurring since the 
date of our last issue:

The market for opium still presents a dull 
and uninteresting appearance. There is, how- 
ever, apparent a stronger under tone, which 
may in part be due to the rumors of a quiet 
movement which is going on, but the particu- 
lars of which have not been made public. An- 
other factor, and one of more tangibility, is 
the stronger tone of cables from Smyrna. Yes- 
terday cables were received here quoting 6s 2d 
but to-day one cable reported an advance to 
7s 3d which, if confirmed, will in all probability 
materially change the complexion of the local 
market within the next day or two, Crop es- 
timates are still conflicting, but it appears to 
be quite certain that a large yield will be had 
though if the quality of the first arrivals be an 
indication it will consist largely of poor 
grades. The jobbing demand has been very 
light during the week and only afew small 
sales of broken packages are reported at $2 70 
@275 while single cases continue to offer at 
$2 65@2 70. Asale of one lot of three cases is 
reported at $2 70, but no actual transactions at 
the inside figure have come under our notice. 

Morphine has been reduced by the principal 
American manufacturers lic per ounce, the 
quotations now being $2 10 in bulk, $2 15in 
ounces and $2 35@40 in eighths, according to 
style of packing. No improvement in the 
demand has resulted. 


Quinine. 

The market for quinine was active and 
somewhat excited during the early part of 
the week under review, but subsequently the 
inquiry subsided and the market presented a 
quiet appearance until to-day, when ademand 
from the West sprang up, taking a consider- 
able quantity of stock in jobbing parcels. The 
activity here was initiated by reports ofa 
large movement in London at advancing 
prices, the principal buyers there being, it was 
believed, the syndicate, though it was inti- 
mated that a considerable quantity was ab- 
sorbed by the bark men who appear to have 
turned speculators. The buying in this mar- 


~ ket began at 3le and continued until 34c was 


reached, when the buyers retired. It is said 
that fully 100,000 ozs was taken, much of it for 
export. A Philadelphia firm of manufacturers 
was credited with being one of the most liberal 
buyers, but its New York representatives flatly 
contradict this. In London the sales are re- 
ported as having reached about 200,000 ounces. 
Western buyers came into the market to-day 
and took a considerable quantity paying up to 
35c. These transactions have imparted a much 
firmer tone to the market and it is estimated 
that this is only the beginning of an important 
movement in the alkaloid.

Cod liver oil, Norwegian, is firmer and tend- 
ing upward. Some holders have advanced 
their lowest limit to $26 and while $22 
@28 remains the quoted range there is 
not much to be had at the inside figure. Since 
we last wrote the demand has been good and 
we note the sale of % barrels at a private 
price. 

Insect powder is still in active request 
under a steadily increasing demand for con- 
sumption. The market is very firm but prices 
have undergone no change. 

Russian isinglass isin demand at $3 25@3 50 
for Beluga. American is also wanted to a fair 
extent and sells within the range of #c@$1 50 
as to quality. 

Lycopodium has been more active and since 
our last some 30 cs have changed hands at 36@ 
38c. {The market is much firmer, owing to 
cables of an advance to 345 marksin Hamburg, 
equal to 39c here. Cables from Moscow report 
that market bare of supplies. The demand 
from Western buyers is very brisk, and a fur- 
ther advance here is probable. The closing 
quotations were 38@.40c.

Quicksilver has experienced a quicker move- 
ment, but we are without important sales to 
report. The market remains firm at 57@60c, 


Balsams. 

The demand for balsam copaiba continues 
fair ina jobbing way an‘ prices are steadily 
maintained at 47@50c for Central American, 50) 
@54c for Para and Maranham and 0c for An- 
gostura according to quantity. A lot of Cen- 
tral American in first hands was bought at 
about 45c. Other balsams are without special 
features of interest. 

Beans. 

Tonka beans remain steady under a fair con- 
suming demand. Mexican vanilla beans are 
easier in consequence of impending full sup- 
plies though the jobbing demand continues 
good. We quote $3 50@10 as to quality for 
whole and $2 50@5 for cut. 


Essential Oils. 

Few important changes have occurred with- 
in the week. Trading has been entirely of the 
jobbing order and fresh features are not nu- 
merous. Oil cubeb is firmer, most dealers now 
quoting $14. Bergamot is lower, being now 
quoted at $2 30@270asto brand. Caraway is 
also cheaper and is held at $105@150 for oil 
from the seed and 40@52k%%c for shaff oil. 
Peppermint oil is very firm though 
buyers seem inclined to hold off. For 
Western the quotations are $2 15@2 20 and for 
Wayne County $2 25@235. H. G.H. is still 
held at $3, but we learn of no further sales. 
Sassafras oil is scarce and wanted and the mar- 
ket isa shade firmer at 47@50c. Pennyroyal 
oil is also firmer and is held at 90c@$t with lit- 
tie to be had at the inside figure. Oil of win- 
tergreen has advanced to $1 90, though some 
dealers might shade this figure. 


Flowers. 

In the general market there is nothing of in- 
terest to report the demand for most of the 
articles on the list being light,and prices more 
or less nominal. New German chamomiles are 
beginhing to come in, and are readily pur- 
chaseable at $26. The crop is reported to be 
better than expected, but the average quality 
cannot be judged of from the lots so far re- 
ceived here. The tendency of the market is 
downward, 

Cums. 

Arabics are quiet, but the market pre- 
sents a firm appearance. Advices from 
Trieste are that there is no stock of sorts 
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there to pick from, and prices for picked gums 
! in Trieste are consequently higher. There is 
very little doing in Senegals at present, this 
_ being one of the dullest months for the trade. 

The tendency of the market is upward in 

sympathy with foreign advices, cables from 

Bordeaux to-day reporting a further advance 

of 25 francs. Here picked is quoted at 45@ 

52l¢e, and sorts at 33@37kke. Gamboge has ad- 

vanced to 50c for pipe and black and 60c for 
powdered. Assafoetida is selling in single 
cases at 834@9c, 

Roots. 

There is very little doing in this department 
aside from the ordinary jobbing transactions 
for the supply of current necessities. A steady 

. feeling prevails and the only changes we have 

to note is in ipecac, which has declined to $1 50 

@1 65 for whole and $1 60@1 70 for powdered, 
Seeds. 

Business is almost wholly of a _ re- 
tail character in this department and 
prices are more or less nominal. 
Trieste seed is tending downward, as a re- 
sult of a reported large crop. Canary seed is 
dull and neglected. Caraway seed is very firm 
at 6c for Dutch, which is a slight advance. 
Italian anise is without change, but star has 
advanced to 22@24c 

Shellac. 

Since we last wrote, the market for shellac 
has been quite active, the movement being of 
a speculative character based upon the 
strong reports from the other side. The 
marks chiefly wanted were D.C., Octagon 
B., 8. 8S. and Natives, and the sales reported 
aggregate about 1,500 cases at prices not made 
public, but said to be the full market tates, 
Free A. C, Garnet is in limited supply and 
being closely controlled is firmly held for 9@ 
10c. The supply of No.1 Button is about ex- 
hausted and for stock to arrive 15@15\%c is re- 
ported. The general tone of the market is 
much firmer, and any improvement in the job- 
bing demand is expected to result in higher 
prices, as reports from abroad continue to 
show considerable strength, 


Spices. 

There has been no improvement in the job- 
bing demand for spices, and large lots are en- 
tirely neglected still. A feeling of steadiness 
prevails, however, and few changes of conse- 
quence are reported.

Maize Oil (Oil of Corn).* 
BY J, U. LLOYD. 


It is well known that Indian corn contains 
considerable quantities of fixed oil, and some 
years ago endeavors were made to separate 
this oil from the ground corn before it was 
mashed in the making of whisky. The writer 
remembers that the late John Crawford, well 
known as a Cincinnati pharmacist, embarked 
in a venture with this object in view and some 
twelve years ago established a factory in Ken- 
tucky opposite the city of Cincinnati for the 
purpose of making bisulphide of carbon, 
which was used as solvent to remove the oil. 
The meal was percolated with this bisulphide 
of carbon, whereby the fixed oil was removed‘ 
and the bisulphide of carbon was afterward 
recovered by distillation. 

It was thought by Mr. Crawford that the 
cornmeal so treated yielded a larger amount 
of whisky and of finer quality than when the 
crude meal was worked. However, after de- 
voting some years to this industry and estab- 
lishing the carbon process in several 
sections of the country in connection with 
distilleries, it was found,I think, that ob- 
jections rendered it impracticable and that the 
advantges derived from the process were 
more than overcome by the disadvantages 
that followed. In consequence,if I remember 
correctly,even before Mr. Crawford's death,

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the schemes were dropped and the industries 


abandoned. 
It has been found in the making of starch 
and perhaps in other directions as well, that it 


is desirable to get rid of the germs of corn, as 
for reasons that it is unnecessary for me to 


mention, this germ is objectionable in these 
manipulations. 

In order to accomplish the last result a ma- 
chine has been devised that degermanizes the 
corn, throwing the hard starchy part of the 
corn in one direction and separating the germs 
in another, and this method can be, and is ap- 
plied to the making of starch in large quanti- 
ties and is found to be of great assistance and 
advantage. 

Naturally, there was an accumulation of 
these excluded germs, which as is well 
known, constitute a considerable propor- 
tion of the corn, and they became a by- 
product. They were found to be valu- 
able as a feed for stock, but really were too 
“rich” for such purposes, containing as they 
did a large amount of oil, the oil of the corn 
being almost altogether found in the germ’ 
In order to render this material more accepta- 
ble as a feed for stock a company was recently 
established for the purpose of squeezing the 
fixed oil from the germs and thus improving 
the feed meal. A plant was established a few 
months ago (the only one in existence now, I 
learn) in the city of Cincinnati for this purpose 
and is now in operation. The method is very 
simple. The germs are conveyed from the fac- 
tories, wherein they are a by-product (such as 
starch factories), and are first purified by sep- 
arating from them a considerable amount of 
bran or husk of corn that adheres to or is 
mixed with them. They are then steamed 
under pressure so as to soften them, after 
which in the usual manner, by means of hy- 
draulic presses, the oil is squeezed from them. 


The process is a very simple one and it yields 
an oil cake, which when ground into meal is 
found to be exceedingly valuable as a feed for 
stock, the manufacturers of this meal claim- 
ing that it is superior to corn meal that is 
made from the whole corn. 

Thus it is that in addition to the oil cake, 
which is the prime object of the industry, 
there is an accumulation of the fixed oil of 
corn or maize oil, which induces this paper. 
I accidentally came across this oil, was led to 
its examination and as a result, found that it 
isin many respects preferable as | believe to 
cottonseed oil that has recently become offici- 
nalin the Pharmacopeceia asa substitute for 
olive oil. (7) I have used it in the making of am- 
monia liniment to which purpose it is particu- 
larly adapted, and in which, to my experience, 
cottonseed oil is practically a failure. 

Oil of corn saponifies immediately, forming 
with ammonia a smooth creamy emulsion that 
retains its nature apparently indefinitely, as 
specimens that I have in my possession and 
I herewith exhibit, are quite old and are now 
in their original condition. It does sot clot 
and form masses or curd like aggregations, as 
we sometimes find to result with olive oil, in 
accordance with the manner in which ammo- 
nia is added to it, and even if for no other use 
than the making of ammonia liniment I think 
it should become officinal for that purpose in- 
stead of cottonseed oil. However, I doubt if 
there is any preparation in the Pharmacopeeia 
that demands olive or cottonseed oil 
in which it cannot be used, and probably 
it will be found superior in all other 
directions. Inasmuch as the industry that 
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yields this oil in course of time promises to 
increase, and the oil to be obtained in unlim- 
ited amounts—indeed it can now be obtained 
in any quantity, car load lots or otherwise—it 
is not probable that the output will ever be 
less than the demand. It is peculiarly of ne- 
cessity an American production and will al- 
ways probably be at our command. 

The price is reasonable now, in car loads 
being 40 cents per gallon; of course in smaller 
quantities, as it will be obtained by the retail 
druggists, there will be an increase probably 
reaching 60 cents, but even if the price should 
be equal to that of cottonseed oil or a little 
above it, so far as IT am concerned, I say that 
it has proved in my hands enough superior to 
cottonseed oil for the making of volatile lini- 
ment (wherein I suggest its employment), to 
merit a better price. 

Properties.—Maize oil has been analyzed by 
an English chemist, and the well-known 
authority, Prof. Chas. O. Curtman, M.D., of 
St. Louis, has determined its character as fol- 
lows: 

“Oil from embryo of Indian corn, in unre- 
tined state, has a specific gravity of 0°916 at 15° 
C., which is nearly that of pure olive oil (0°915 
to 0'918). The elaidin test shows the presence 
of alarge quantity of olein, intermediate in 
quantity between olive and cottonseed oils. 
Its color is a pale yellow brown; its odor and 
taste that of freshly ground corn meal. It 
belongs to the non-drying group of the vege- 
table oils, experiments showing that a very 
thin layer on paper does not in three weeks’ 
time form a pellicle on the surface exposed to 
air. In this respect it closely resembles the 
oils of olive, almond, colza, rapeseed, etc. It 
does not very rapidly become rancid by ex- 
posure to air, and in this regard compares 
favorably with the best oils. Its use produces 
no specific purgative effect any more than 
olive oil. With ammonia or solutions of caus- 
tic alkalies it rapidly saponifies, forming a 
white soap.”

Heavy Chemicals. 

There has been no improvement either in 
demand or the prices for any of the heavy 
goods. Trading is entirely on a jobbing scale, 
and rather poor at that, as this is between 
seasons. The outlook, however, is encourag- 
ing and a good fall business, which will prob- 


ably begin within two or three weeks, is 
anticipated. According to late Liverpool ad- 
vices, there is very little activity in that 


market at present. Messrs. J.P. Brunner & 
Co, writing from Liverpool on the 80th ult. 
say: “For most lines there is only a limited 
demand. Soda ash is weaker, makers being 
less independent than they were a short time 
back; 48% carb ash has been done at 15-16d, 
although 31-32d is still the nominal quotation 
For caustic ash there is little inquiry. The 
following are the nominal quotations but sell- 
ers are open to offers: Caustic ash 48% 31-32@ 
ld, high test 31-32@1d; carb ash 48% 31-32@1- 
1-82d, high test 31-32@1d. Soda crystals have 
improved and £2 10s was paid for a fair quan- 
tity, including some American orders. Caus- 
tic soda is very dull. A fair inquiry for 74¢ is 
noticed and some makers have reduced their 
price to £7 2s 6d, at which figure a fair trade 
has been done. Otherstrengths are neglected. 
We quote: 60% £5 12s 64@5 15:, 70% £6 128 td@ 
6 15s, 76% £7@8 5s. Bleaching powder has toned 
up a bit and the cheap sellers have been cleared 
out for the present. For hardwood £7 7s 6d is 
the nearest value and there are few sellers. 
Chlorate of potash is quiet at 5144@5ted._ Bicar- 
bonate of soda is selling at £4 12s 6d@4 15s, but 
is not active.” 

Liverpool carbonated soda ash, 48%, is very 
quiet, the only inquiry being for small job- 
bing lots to carry small consumers along. The 
tone of the market is rather easy for futures, 
but spot goods are yet held with considerable 
steadiness owing to the limited available sup- 
ply. We quote 125@1 30c for spot lots, and 
1224%4@1 25e to arrive. The inquiry for for- 
ward shipments has subsided and no further 
contracts have been made so far as we can 
learn. 

Newcastle soda ash, 48 per cent, is offered on 
the spot at 1 2244@1 25c, according to quantity, 
but as the glass manufacturers are out of the 
market for the present we hear of nothing 
doing. There is nothing offering toarrive, but 
future shipments may be had at125c. This 
appears to be above buyers’ views, as they are 
not in need of stock just now, and no sales are 
reported. 

Caustic soda ash 48% is entsrely neglected, and 
the market presents a very dull appearance. 
Prices, however, are well maintained, and we 
hear of nothing procurable under 1 25c for 
spot or future delivery, while for the small 
lots selling from store dealers get 1 30@1 35c, as 
to quantity, 

Refined alkali, 36%, is not wanted and we 
have heard of no sales even in a jobbing way 
for some time past. The nominal quotations 
remain 1124%@1 lic as to quantity, but on 
large orders for goods to arrive, the inside 
price would probably be shaded. For the 
higher tests there is at present little demand 
but the inquiry for futures is 
increasing and prospects for a good 
fall trade are considered very encouraging. 
For 48% holders want 120c in asmall way and 
58% is held at 1 1-.4@1 lic astoquantity. These 
are also the nominal quotations for stock to 


arrive. 

Caustic soda 60% is still without § ani- 
mation and apart from a few small 
jobbing sales there is nothing doing. 
The’ feeling among sellers is still 


easy cut there has been no quotable change in 
prices, the range for spot goods being still 
2 30@2 35c as to quantity and seller. For the 
higher tests there is a moderate jobbing de- 
mand which is supplied at 2 17144@220c as to 
quantity for 70 to 74%. The demand for 77% is 
slowly increasing, this strength being held at 
2 Zhe. 

English sal soda is a shade firmer, the market 
having been pretty weil cleared up. The ad- 
vent of hot weather will have a tendency to 
curtail the production, and dealers conse- 
quently look for higher prices in the near 
future. The stock here in store is pretty well 
controlled, and though there are still sellers at 
95@9744c, most dealers demand 1 15c for job- 
bing lots. Futures are nominally quoted at 
9344@95c, but we hear of nothing to arrive, 
afloat, offering. The demand is restricted, and 
we only hear of a few small jobbing sales 
within the above mentioned range. 

Bleaching powder has a very poor demand 
at present and the tone of the market is

rather easy, though not quotably lower. In 
a small jobbing way stock is moving from 
store at the range of 1 8744@]1 92\e, as to quan- 
tity and brand, but on large orders for future 
delivery these figures would no doubt be 
shaded considerably. 


Acids. 

Trade in acetic acid is limited to the require- 
ments of the moment which at this season of 
the year are not large. Prices favor the buy- 
er but have not quotably changed. The range 
given is 24@2\%ec as to seller and quantity. 
but some manufacturers would shade the in- 
side price on a large order for future delivery. 

Muriatic acid is moving quietly into con- 
sumption, the volume of business comparing 
favorably with that of past corresponding 
seasons, Pricesare maintained. Nitric acid 
issteady and unchanged under a moderate 
jobbing demand, 

Oxalic acid is still 
tendency is downward. 
sparingly, reserving large orders for the 
lower price which they anticipate will 
be the result of the competition between man- 
ufacturers. The nominal quotation for large 
lots is 644c, but we understand that that price 
is acceptable on small jobbing orders, 

Sulphuric acid is in moderate request to sup- 
ply current consumptive requirements, and 
we find no special features of interest to 
note. In a large way, 66 deg. is still held 
at 90@9%5c per 100 Ibs, according to 
seller and size of order, while jobbing lots are 
quotable at 1@1 20c per lb, according to quan- 
tity. Chamber acid is in the usual demand 
for this season, and remains steady in price. 

Tartaric acid enjoys a free sale in a jobbing 
way, but there is not much inquiry for 
large lots for forward delivery. The com- 
bination prices are sustained at 43@45c for 
crystals and 44@46c for powdered according to 
quantity and style of packing. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime ocenpies about the same 
position as at the date of our last. 
For brown the inquiry is almost wholly 
of a light jobbing character, the export move- 
ment being very light. Prices are somewhat 
nominal and rather easy at 135@140c, as to 
quantity. Gray is in the usual demand, and 
remains steady at 235@2 40c. 

Arsenic for present delivery is wanted toa 
small extent only and generally in limited 
quantities, Sales from ‘store command 
344@3c as to quantity wanted. The inquiry 
for forward delivery has not improved but as 
there is nothing offered for future shipment 
earlier than the end of September, the quota- 
tion of 3c may be considered very firm. Lots 
to arrive near by are quotable at 3c. 

Brimstone is easier on the spot and near- 
by as consumers have supplied their re- 
quirements for the present, and there 
are prospects of an accumulation of stock. 
Early in the week sales wert made ex steam- 
er, near at hand at $22 W@2275 for best 
seconds, but later several small lots from the 
same vessel sold at $22 and this may now be 
considered the quotation for spot goods. The 
sales reported at the above prices aggregate 
about 400 tons. For futures there has 
been only a moderate inquiry, buyers appear- 
ing to have lost their interest. However, we 
hear of sales of 250 tons best seconds for July- 
August shipment at $20. 

Cream tartar is selling fairly and stead- 
ily at the’ combination prices, and there 
has been no appreciable change in 
the condition of the market since the date 
of last writing. We quote crystals at 2@32% 
and powdered at 3824%@33% according to quan- 
tity and style of packing.

The market for fertilizer chemicals shows a 
gradual improvement as the season advances 
though as yet there has been little more that 
negotiating forsupples. There has been avery 
good demand for dried blood and azotine and 
with diminished supplies prices are hardening. 
The outlook for the trade as a whole is very 
flattering and there is every reason to anti- 
cipate a repetition of the good spring business 
when the fall season has fully opened. 
We quote azotine at $2 25@2 35, as 
to quality; dried blood, $2 25@2 35, for 
Jow grade Eastern in buyers’ bags, and 
$2 35@2 3714 for high grade Western fine- 
ly ground; tankage, $23@24 for high grade, 
and $21@22 for medium and low. grades, 
as to quality; sulphate ammonia, $3 153 20: 
boneblack guaranteed 70% phosphate, $17 50 per 
ton: dissolved bone, 9c per unit; acid phos- 
phate, 75 per unit; rough bones, $21 per ton 
for hard and clean foreign, and $16 50 for the 
usual run of domestic; ground bone, $24@25 
as to grade; fish scrap, $24@25 f o b factory. 
Undried Charleston rock is held at $5 per ton, 
and kiln dried at $6, both fob vessel, at the 
mines. Ground Charleston rock is quotable at 
$9 50@9 75 ex steamer at New York. 

Muriate of potash is without change. There 
is a fair seasonable demand and prices are fully 
maintained. Sales of 150 tons spot and near 
by, are reported at $1 80. 

Double manure salt is without particular 
animation, The market has a_ steadier 
‘tone, in consequence of diminished compe- 
tition. We quote $1 0714@1 10, as to quantity. 

Chlorate of potash is unsettled in conse- 
quence of the full supply and the easy tone of 
foreign advices, coupled with an indifferent 
consuming demand. The nominal quotations 
are 14144@145c for either powdered or crystals. 

Kainit has been in better demand, and while 
the small stock in warehouse is held at $11 50, 


per cent is in free supply and obtainable on 
spot at 2 4714@2 60c; to arrive 2 40@2 50c, with a 
possibility of a shade under being accepted 
for around lot for shipment. 70% ina jobbing 
way can be had from store at 2 40@2 47l4¢c, 

while for arrival or shipwent 2 27144@2 35e will 
buy as to date of delivery; on an offer even 
less might buy. 

Refin 2d alkali 36% is quiet at the moment and 
no change in figures to report.

Bleaching powders are a trifle firmer, as re- 
cent arrivals have been either sold or stored. 
Spot goods are bringing 19244@210c, and fu- 
ture deliveries are held at 1 90@2e,

The Potassium Chloride Industry. 
According to the latest report of the general 
manager of the sale syndieate of potassium 


chloride works about 118,527 ctr. were sold in 
May, including about 12,000 ctr. from the 
Konigliche Preussische Fabrik, against a pro- 
duction of about 230,000 ctr. No improvement 
is to be expected for June, fora daily output 
of 25,000 to 300,000 ctr. is quite sufficient to 
cover the demand. The stocks, however, have 
risen to an insupportable height. The manu- 
facturers are therefore taking steps to reduce 
the daily output already brought down from 
500,000 ctr. to 45,000 cts. The unsatisfactory

Inthe interim, the radical cure of the 
evil which can only be effected by limiting the 
production, and indeed by reducing it toa 
quantity proportionate to the consumption, is 
being for ever deferred. An understanding 
between the different works would doubtless 
be much more easily brought about, if it were 
possible to secure to each individually as large 
a share in the production as it required, But 
it isimpossible for a complcte and profitable 
occupation of the works to be thought of 
when two of the larger factories are already 
capable of supplying the entire consumption. 
As, however, almost all the factories are un- 
der the dire necessity of working and produc- 
ing as much as they can,so soon as the present 
conditions were changed an underbidding of 
prices would take place whereby even the pri- 
vate works would be unable to cover the cost 
of their production. It is at the same time ex- 
cellent policy to be cautious with the disposi- 
tion of the potassium chloride wealth which 
Germany possesses in larger quantities than 
any other country and rather to keep this val- 
uable material in reserve than sell it abroad at 
absurd prices.—Kuhlows Review. 
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Aluminum and Magnesium. 


The progress which has been made in the 
past year or twoin the metallurgy of alumi- 
num and magnesium may be estimated by the 
remarkable reduction in their price—alumi- 
num from about $20 per pound to its present 
wholesale price of about $4 per pound, and 
magnesium from about $40 per pound also to 
$4. 

In the case of aluminum the reduction in 
the price of pure metal has been due to the re- 
duction in the cost of making sodium by the 
Castner and similar modifications of the old 
Deville process, and to a semi-electrical meth- 
od in use in some of the European works. The 
chief uses of aluminum are in the forms of 
alloys, in which form the Cowles electric pro- 
cess, which reduces alumina in the electric arc 
with copper, forming an alloy which is sold im 
ingots containing accurately any desired per- 
centage of aluminum, has reduced the cost of 
this meta! to a lower point than is possible by 
any of the methods which make it through so- 
dium. 

Moreover the Cowles process for some time 
past has been producing these alloys in large 
quantities and of remarkably high strength 
and elasticity, as has been amply shown in the 
tests made on the United States testing ma- 
chine at Watertown, Mass., and in English 
works. 

The properties developed in these alloys 
seem to adapt themselves specially for such 
uses as propeller blades, gun castings, torpedo 
tubes and parts of machinery exposed to unu- 
sually heavy work, and to pump barrels, 
screen mesh and other applications where in- 
corrodibility as well as strength is requisite. 
It seems probable that aluminum alloys are 
destined to replace steel in many of these as 
well as other important uses, so that the metal 
in this form appears to have made a wide and 
important market. 

Either pure or asan alloy of iron it is also 
receiving quite an extended application in 
casting steel in the manner and for the pur- 
pose in which it is used in making mitis cast 
ings of wrought-iron; that is, to lower the 
fusing point of the alloy and thus secure 
greater fluidity at any temperature above that 
point, and also for removing oxygen from the 
molten metal. It is difficult to say how exten- 
sive this use has become, but it is known to 
have been adopted recently in several import- 
ant steel castings. 

Pure aluminum has not yet received exten- 
sive application, owing chiefly to its compara- 
tively high price; but the recent reduction in 
this, and the probability that at an early day 
it will be produced at a far lower cost by 
methods now under test, makes its extensive 
adoption in the near future almost assured. 

Magnesium in many respects does not prom- 
ise as wide application in the future as does 
aluminum. It oxidizes too readily to be well 
suited for the chief uses where its low specifie 
gravity would m-ke it desirable, and it alloys 
with but few metals ina commercially useful 
form. Nevertheless the trade in magnesium 
has increased fourfold within the past six 
months, owing to so apparently insignificant 
a cause as its extensive introduction into pho- 
tography, where it is employed to producea 
brilliant illumination for taking photographs 
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at nigat, or in mines and caves. Some efforts 
have been made also to alloy it with other 
metals, but its exceedingly low fusing point 
(about 770° F.) renders this extremely difficult, 
and several violent explosions attended the 
experiments. The only successful result was 
with nickel, which an admixture of from three 
to five per cent of magnesium renders homo- 
genous and dense, the latter quality being es- 
pecially remarkable, as nickel and its alloys 
are very frequently more or less porous. 

The extreme lightness of magnesium, its 
specific gravity being only 1°75 as against 2°6 
in the case of aluminum, makes it the most 
desirable metal known for optical instru- 
ments, from which its use is prevented only 
by its cost, which is now about four dollars 
per pound. It is also more durable than 
aluminum in situations where it is exposed to 
the influence of alkalies, which attack it much 
less readily. But its easy fusibility and oxida- 
tion will never permit it to become a rival to 
aluminum.—Enyg. and Min. Journal.

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Chemicals and Anilines in Germany. 
REPORT OF COMMERCIAL AGENT J, H. SMITH 
AT MAYENCE. 

For several years much complaint has been 
made by the chemical and aniline trade of un- 
favorable business, of low prices for raw 
materials, a hampered export field, and im- 

moderate competition. 

It appears from the report of the secretary 
of the union for the protection of the inter- 
industry of Germany 
submitted at the annual session held in 
Frankfort in September last, that the year 
1886 was relatively a pleasing one to the 
trade. Notwithstanding quite an increased 
production, which took place in all branches 
of the chemical industry, the products manu- 
factured were readily taken up by consumers. 
This favorable receptivity, however, was ac- 
companied by a further fall in the prices of a 
large number of articles, to the chagrin of the 
manufacturers; but they managed to check 
the decline by the formation of combinations, 
and even to bring about a rise of prices in 
some instances. 

In the chemical industry 23,528,498 days of 
labor were performed, for which 61,797,490 
marks ($15,449,375) were paid out in wages. 
The factories made more money than in the 
preceding year, and were able to declare 
higher dividends. In 1886 there were 82 stock 
companies, with a capital stock of 162,540,842 
marks ($40,635,210). 

These declared dividends amounting to 
11,659,895 marks ($2,914,974), or 7°17 per cent. on 
the capital invested. This rate, however, was 
not shared by all the companies, but princi- 
pally by the older concerns. Among those 
factories which have been in operation since 
1881 the rate was 9°25 per cent. Taking into 
consideration only such factories, for the 
purpose of making «a comparison with pre- 
ceding years, we find the average dividends 
declared by these factories from 1882 to 1886
